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Brickbat 

Comrade jailed year 
for Great Wall chip 

PEKING (AP) — A rural Communist party 
secretary has been sentenced to one year in jail for 
stealing bricks from China’s Great Wall, the Peking 
Daily reported Friday. 

The newspaper, the official organ of the Chinese 
Communist party, recently announced people were 
taking bricks from the 2,000-year old wall to build 
houses and “even pig sties.” It said about 54 
kilometres of the wall running through the Peking 
area have been badly damaged by people Incorrect¬ 
ly interpreting such official slogans as “use the past 
to serve the present.” 

Peking authorities held an emergency meeting 
last month to stop the “unhealthy tendency” and 
their measures, including the one-year sentence, 
are taking effect, the paper said. 

“Many commune members have taken stone 
slabs and bricks torn from the wall back to their 
original locations," it reported. 

The imprisoned culprit was identified as Wang 
Fukuan, a party secretary of a rural production 
brigade. The Peking Daily said he was convicted of 
having a dozen workers remove 700 bricks from the 
wall and steal 600 young trees from a state forest. 

Sentenced with Wang was Fang Yuyang, who 
was convicted of stealing 121 trees, the paper 
reported. 

It said Fang was repentant so he was only 
sentenced to six months in jail but he also was 
ordered to plant 363 trees. 
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Giant coal conveyor urged

Jack Davis (SO—North < 
Vancouver-Seymour) 
wants the government to 
consider moving coal from 
northeastern B.C. to rail¬ 
head by conveyor belt rath¬ 
er than by building a new 
railway. 

Davis, an^flgioeer, said 
Friday that the A/izac spur 
now being considered as 
the best method to move 
coal from the Sukunka 
fields to the B.C. Railway 
mainline north of Prince 
George would be costly and 
difficult to build. 

Cost of the 115-kilometre 
spur has been estimated at 
between $215 and $300 mil¬ 
lion. 


A B.C. Supreme Court 
jury Friday found Denis 
Barry McFadden guilty of 
first degree murder in the 
March 17 knife slaying of a 
Saanich woman. 

Mr. Justice Gordon 
MacKinnon sentenced the 
29-year-old Sidney man to 
life imprisonment. McFad¬ 
den will be eligible for pa¬ 
role after a minimum 25 
years. 

MacKinnon recommend¬ 
ed McFadden be given psy¬ 
chiatric treatment at the 
request of both crown and 
defence counsels. 

The jury deliberated al¬ 
most 2>/i hours Friday af¬ 
ternoon before finding 
McFadden guilty of first 
degree murder in the death 
of 31-year-old Marion Bar¬ 
bara MacKay. 

McFadden had nothing to 
say on his own behalf be¬ 
fore sentencing. 

The judge spent the 
morning reviewing crown 
and defence evidence for 
the jury and instructing it 
on points of law.

More sensible than rail in northeast—Davis 


Davis provided no cost 
figures for his conveyor 
belt proposal but said it 
would be “good economics, 
especially in the short 
run." 

He estimated that the co¬ 
vered, concave belt would 
be capable of carrying 20 
million tonnes of coal a 
year and could be speeded 
up to carry additional ton¬ 
nage. 

Last week the Canadian 
National Railway backed 
away from building the 
Anzac spur, leaving the 
field to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, which has decid¬ 


ed to underwrite the cost of 
construction. 

"The latest engineering 
estimates suggest that a 
big belt system could be 
constructed to carry north¬ 
east cqal,” Davis said, 
“either to B.C. Rail over 
the Anzac route or directly 
to CNR over the Monkman 
Pass route for half the 
capital cost of a modem 
wide-gauge railway. 

“Operating costs would 
be less, much less. They 
would be one-half to two- 
thirds of that of diesel loco¬ 
motives pulling 50 or more 
hopper cars.” 


Davis said conveyor 
belts for bulk ore transpor¬ 
tation were not new. 

He said big belts were 
used to move coal in the 
United States as far back 
as the 1950s and are still 
used in the Soviet Union 
and the Middle East to 
move vast tonnages of salt. 

Davis said the construc¬ 
tion of a conveyor belt sys¬ 
tem over the mountains be¬ 
tween the coal fields and 
the main railway lines 
would be much simpler 
than the construction of a 
railway. 

One of the biggest cost 


factors on the Anzac line 
will be in the construction 
of a series of tunnels, one of 
them 14 kilometres long, 
through the mountains. 

Under the Davis proposal 
the conveyor belts would be 
in 12-kilometre lengths. 

“They would move on 
rollers and be driven by big 
electric motors en route,” 
Davis said. “They would be 
dish-shaped to avoid losing 
any coal and they would be 
covered. Compared to a 
rail line they would be easy 
to Install. They would con¬ 
sist of roller racks laid on

SEOUL, South Korea (UPI) — A North Korean 
spy ship was sunk and eight North Koreans were 
killed in an air and naval battle today between South 
Korea and its northern neighbor, the South Korean 
defence ministry said.

The confrontation came 
just four days before the 
30th anniversary of the be¬ 
ginning qf the 1950-53 Ko¬ 
rean war. 

The armed North Korean 
spy boat went down about 
40 miles off the coast of 
Sosan, 65 miles southwest 
of Seoul, the announcement 
said. 

“While the operation was 
under way, North Korea, to 
provide cover for the 
escaping agent boat, sent 
12 MiG-21 jet fighters and 
five warships into our air¬ 
space and waters, creating 
a situation in which a war 
could be touched off at any 
moment,” the announce¬ 
ment said. 

“Appropriate actions by 
our air force forced the 
North Korean aircraft and 
vessels to flee, thereby de¬ 
terring a possible outbreak 
of war,” it said. 

The North Korean ship 
was first spotted Friday 
while approaching the 
coast near Sosan. A guard- 
post challenged the vessel 
to halt, but it did not re¬ 
spond and two warning 
shots were fired, the min¬ 
istry said. 

The North Korean boat 
countered with a volley of 
gunfire and fled westward 
at a speed of 30 knots, it 
said.

EDMONTON (CP) — Transport Minister Jean-Luc 
Pepin said Friday the federal government has re¬ 
ceived no official word from British Columbia that the 
province intends to withdraw its participation in the 
Prince Rupert coal port development. 

A B.C government official said this-week the prov¬ 
ince would not provide the $4 million it committed to en¬ 
sure grain facilities planned for the Ridley Island site 
would be large enough to handle B.C. 

The money was the B.C. share of a $I2.5-million 
package negotiated with Alberta and the federal govern¬ 
ment for development of Prince Rupert as a grain site. 

PEPIN TOLD A NEWS conference he w ould “regret ” 
any decision by B.C. to withdraw from the development. 

If the province did withdraw, the federal government 
would have to pay B.C.’s share, he said. 

However, the minister hinted that funds promised 
by the federal government to develop coalfields in 
northeastern B.C. could be a lever in negoiiations with 
the province. 

“I don’t intend to bring British Columbia to court 
So we will adjust, and the fact that British Columbia 
doesn't seem to need the $70 million that we’ve com- 
mitted to the coal project will make adjustment ea¬ 
sier." 

PEPIN TOLD REPORTERS after addressing the 
national convention of the Canadian Trucking Association 
that the Prince Rupert port was going ahead despite 
financing delays. 

"Don’t imply in any way that the project is not in 
great shape from a federal government point of view. 

"Prince Rupert is one of the most important pro¬ 
jects in western Canada now because it’s the second 

road for grain the future. 

“Consequently, all the growth factors in the grain 
industry are channelled through Prince Rupert. This is 
the exit of the future. 

“Then if coal comes in on top of the grain movement, 
the combination of coal and grain makes Prince Rupert 
one of the great ports of Canada.”

— Police fired tear ga.v and 
shotguns to disperse strik¬ 
ing black and mixed-race 
workers who marched in 
Uitenhage on Friday, the 
South African Press Asso¬ 
ciation said. 

A mixed-race man was 
reported wounded in both 
legs. 

The national news 


agency said police arrested 
two people. 

More than 7,#00 workers 
in the Uitenhage area, the 
centre of South Africa’s au¬ 
tomobile industry, are on 
strike demanding higher 
wages. Some factories not 
hit by the strikes were 
forced to close because 
they could not get compo¬ 
nents they needed from 
striking plants. 


Twelve companies, in¬ 
cluding Goodyear's tire 
factory, were closed Fri¬ 
day. Negotiations contin¬ 
ued between management 
and worker representa¬ 
tives. 

About 1,000 Goodyear 
tire workers walked off the 
job Friday when manage¬ 
ment refused to meet de¬ 
mands for wages of $3.75 an 


hour. The current hourly 
wage is $1.35. 

Black municipal workers 
in the eastern Cape area 
near Port Elizabeth joined 
the strike, the news agency 
said. 

The Cape Flats, an area 
of mixed-race townships 
outside Cape Town, and 
non-white townships out¬ 
side Johannesburg and 
Durban were calm Friday. 


Police and demonstrators 
clashed in those areas ear¬ 
lier in the week. 

Police put the official 
death toll in those demon¬ 
strations at 32, but news¬ 
papers said 42 persons died 
and several hundred were 
injured. 

The racial disturbances 
began nearly three months 
ago.

Iranian President Abol- 
bassan Bani-Sadr. taking 
one more step in his cam¬ 
paign against disunity in 
his country, told the citi¬ 
zens of one large Iranian 
city Friday that their revo¬ 
lutionary courts have no 
right to raise separate 
armed forces, Tehran 
radio reported. 

Foreign Minister Sadegh 
Ghotbzadeh, meanwhile, in 
a recorded radio interview, 
reiterated that the Iranian 
government would supply 
the Moslem Afghan rebels 
with arms if the Russians 
do not withdraw from 
Afghanistan, where they 
have been supporting the 
Marxist government’s ef¬ 
fort to pul down the rebels. 

Ghotbzadeh said "the 
Russians should pull out of 
Afghanistan, despite our 
growing economic rela¬ 
tions. Expanding economic 
deals does not mean that 
we follow Russians politic¬ 
ally." 

Bani-Sadr. in a public ad¬ 


dress in Qazvin, 80 kilo¬ 
metres northwest of 
Tehran, said the courts 
should immediately dis¬ 
band their armed groups 
and that the revolutionary 
guards, police and gendar¬ 
merie should act in their 
place, the radio said. 

Stressing that there must 
be a single authority, as 
revolutionary leader Aya¬ 
tollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
had said, Bani-Sadr re¬ 
minded his audience that 
no armed force anywhere 
had any right to make deci¬ 
sions independent of that 
single command, the radio 
reported. 

On Thursday, Tehran 
radio said Bani-Sadr had 
moved to assert control 
over Iran’s military by 
naming the acting chief of 
staff, Gen. Mohammad 
Hadp Shadmehr, as his 
military adviser and by ap¬ 
pointing new commanders 
to head the country's land 
and air forces. 

The appointments were 
announced less than 24 
hours after the president 


appealed to the guards to 
unite behind him. 

Last Monday, 10,000 Ira¬ 
nians joined a public dem¬ 
onstration of support for 
3,000 revolutionary guards 
in a Tehran rally near the 
U.S. embassy, which mili¬ 
tant students seized last 
Nov. 4. Iran has refused to 
release 53 Americans taken 
hostage at the time. The 
Americans spent their 
230th day in captivity Fri¬ 
day. 

In the 17 months since 
Khomeini and his Islamic 
revolution took power in 
Iran, the central govern¬ 
ment has been plagued by 
divisiveness within the 
military and by rebellious 
ethnic groups seeking some 
self-rule in their home 
provinces.

Trading pact signed 
with Iranians—Tass 

MOSCOW (Reuter) — The Soviet Union and Iran 
Friday signed their first trade protocol since the 1979 
Islamic revolution in Iran, the Soviet news agency Tass 
reported. 

Tass gave no details of the protocol, saying only that it 
provides for the “development of mutually advantageous 
economic, technical and commercial co-operation" be¬ 
tween the two countries. 

The protocol was signed following five days of talks 
on economic topics between Soviet officials and an 
I ranian delegation headed by the supervisor of the finance 
and economics ministry, Reza Salimi. 

They were the first high-level economic talks between 
the two neighbors since the fall of the shah, who had 
signed a 15-year economic accord during a 1972 visit to 
Moscow.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Jordanian King Hussein 
has told President Carter 
he thinks negotiations for 
Palestinian autonomy are 
at a dead end and that the 
U.S. leader should adopt 
new approaches to gain a 
homeland for Palestinian 
Arabs, a senior Jordanian 
official said Friday. 

Troopers 

dispatched 

PARIS (AP) — France 
has flown 200 paratroopers 
to the South Pacific but the 
army chief-of-staff said 
Friday the move has noth¬ 
ing to do with the rebel-held 
island of Espiritu Santo in 
the New Hebrides. 

Gen. Guy Mery said the 
troopers were sent Thurs¬ 
day to New Caledonia, a 
French island territory 600 
kilometres southwest of 
New Hebrides. 

He told French radio the 
transfer was planned 
months ago to (rain the 
paratroopers for overseas 
action and test their resis¬ 
tance to tropical weather. 


The king also advised 
Carter in their meetings 
here this week that the 
Arab world is suspicious 
that the Egyptian-Israeli 
peace treaty is a cover for 
gradual Israeli annexation 
of the West Bank of the 
Jordan River, said the offi¬ 
cial, a key member of Hus¬ 
sein’s government in 
Amman. He briefed report¬ 
ers on the understanding he 
not be identified by name. 

Among the points the of¬ 
ficial said Hussein made: 

• Carter should declare 
principles on the Palestin¬ 
ian problem and the Arab- 
Israel conflict even while 
pursuing practical steps. 
Early in his administra¬ 
tion, for example, Carter 
came out for a Palestinian 
"homeland." 

• The president did not 
try to pressure Hussein into 
joining the now-stalled au¬ 
tonomy negotiations and 
the king gave no assur¬ 
ances of Jordanian partici¬ 
pation later on. 

• Hussein gave no assur¬ 
ances that Jordan would 
not be a launch-pad for Pa¬ 
lestinian terrorist raids 
against Israel.

Probing 

the pension issue 

Pension plans are as sacred as mother¬ 
hood — but not nearly so well understood. So It 
is a general fear that the politicians are 
messing with their pensions rather than a 
specific fear about unfunded liabilities that 
has British Columbia’s 140,000 civil servants 
and teachers bothered by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment’s Bill 28. 

When it comes to establishing and tuning 
the rate of contributions to pension plans all of 
us are, or should be, in the hands of the 
actuaries. But there are some fundamental 
points both government and its employees 
should understand. 

The government should remember, first, 
that pensions have a very high priority with 
just about any employee who has reached 
middle age. Pensions are not just another 
fringe benefit. They are seen as a ticket to 
freedom come retirement. 

Government should also realize its em¬ 
ployees understand very well that Income, now 
or later, must be adjusted to the rate of 
inflation if purchasing power is to do no more 
than keep pace. So a statute that limits index¬ 
ing, as Bill 28 does — when no one can limit 
inflation — threatens the real value of their 
pension, to put it mildly. 

Employees should understand that there is 
no magic in a pension fund. You have to put 
enough in now and accurately estimate earn¬ 
ings if there is to be enough available later. A 
majority of actuaries who have offered opin¬ 
ions on the current controversy suggest the 
increased contributions proposed by the gov¬ 
ernment are needed to meet future obliga¬ 
tions. 

But the gut issue is something else again. 

There is no reason on earth why govern¬ 
ment should retain sole control over the 
investment of pension funds. That money does 
not belong to government any more. It is 
money already earned by employees and com¬ 
mitted for future delivery to them. It belongs 
to the employees — and they should at least 
share in investment decisions dealing with it. 

The government’s present policy must 
stem from one of two explanations: either it 
wants absolute control over those pension 
funds to underwrite its own projects or it 
believes its employees are just too immature 
to handle that kind of responsibility. Devious 
or paternalistic, take your pick. 

Government should insist that contribu¬ 
tors to its pension plans share in formulating 
investment policy, if for no other reason than it 
means sharing responsibility if things go 
wrong. 


Beer and baseball 


It's not a big issue, this question of whether 
fans should be allowed to drink beer in the 
stands at Royal Athletic Park during baseball 
games. But it is both a tacky little episode and 
a depressing one. 

Tacky because a brewery promotes one of 
the local teams involved. Tacky and depress 
ing because beer guzzling is so contrary to 
sport and the appreciation of sport. Depress¬ 
ing because the outcome of the 30-day trial Just 
approved by council’s parks committee is 
inevitable. No one will be drowned in suds 
over the nexnhonth. Conclusion: no problem 
Beer in the stands is here to stay. 

The only argument for allowing beer for 
sale anywhere in the park, other than the 
obvious commercial one, must come under the 
general heading of extending freedom. We 
should be all free to do our own thing, shouldn’t 
we? 

Nonsense. There are a battery of liquor 
laws, rules and regulations because alcohol 
has proved to be a dangerous drug. It should 
be kept out of the ballpark. 


How serious is beating up your wife? 




Beating up a woman and bolding 
her at gunpoint is acceptable as long 
as she’s your wife. That seems to be 
the precedent set last week by the 
county court in Victoria. 

The judge in the case discharged a 
41-year-old businessman who had 
pleaded guilty to the following char¬ 
ges: 

• Being unlawfully in a residence 
with intent to commit an indictable 
offence. 

• Forcible seizure and confine¬ 
ment of his wife. 

• Assault causing his wife bodily 
harm. 

The judge himself described the 
attack as an inexcusable assault on a 
slight, defenceless woman. 

HoWever, the judge said be did not 
see how the public interest could be 
served by recording the convictions. 

The man and wife had been se¬ 
parated 11 months when the incident 
occurred last January. The judge 
said the man was surprised to find his 
estranged wife and another woman in 
the company of two men. 

One could imagine, the judge said, 
the man’s consternation which 
caused him to lose all control. 

Is this to be taken as justification 
for beating his wife? 

The judge gave the businessman 
an absolute discharge on the first 
charge and conditional discharges

It makes one wonder what the sen¬ 
tence would have been had the 
woman been attacked by a stranger. 

Defence counsel said the business¬ 
man was a good, honest, law-abiding 
citizen — except for those few hours 
when he committed the offences. 

A few hours, he might have added, 
in which the woman was held at 
gunpoint and the Victoria-Saanich 
Emergency Response Team of po¬ 
licemen was called out. 

The crown counsel had argued 
that the prosecution would view a dis¬ 
charge as a travesty and said the 
public cannot be left with the im¬ 
pression that wives can suffer pun¬ 
ishment and husbands receive less 
remonstrance from the court than a 
stranger. 

The case raises important Issues, 
not the least of which is the problem 
of male rage. 

The judge said that in this case, 
violence against the wife was some¬ 
thing foreign to the husband’s char¬ 
acter. 

But violence against women, and 
violence against wives, is as common 
in North America as apple pie. It’s not 
. a problem that a few, scattered men 


suffer. Rather, it appears to be an 
enactment of the way many men 
view, and fear, women. 

We should take a good look at 
men's violence against women and 
not pretend that it comes upon men 
from an outside source, like measles 
or a cold. 

If one looks at statistics compiled 
by the Canadian Advisory Council on 
the Status of Women, it is obvious that 
violence against wives is epidemic. 
This does not include the numerous 
assaults against women by male ac¬ 
quaintances. 

The advisory council said in its 
Jan., 1980 report on the problem that 
72 per cent of all family violence is 
estimated to be wife battering. 

Some men expect violence in their 
relationships; some wives learn to 
take it for granted. 

The acceptance of violence 
against women is subtly incorporated 
in many of the jokes that men tell 
each other. It is part of the beha¬ 
vioral model that a boy draws on 
when he grows up in North America. 

Sure, it’s a tragedy, but the trag¬ 
edy is compounded when men are ex¬ 
cused by the court system for their 
violent behavior against women.

OTTAWA — Last (week) 
Fisheries Minister Romeo 
LeBianc escalated the fish 
war between Canada and 
the United States by unila¬ 
terally Increasing ground- 
fish quotas for Canadian 
fishermen on the disputed 
Georges Bank on the East 
coast. The increases will 
raise the Canadian catch 
far above the levels Ottawa 
agreed to in the Canada- 
U.S. maritime agree¬ 
ments, or treaties, that 
were negotiated and signed 
in early 1979. 

The objective was to 
make Washington sit up 
and take notice of Cana¬ 
dian demands that the U.S. 
senate ratify the treaties 
without further delay. 

The next day.. .the state 
department spokesman 
was armed with a prepared 
response to questions about 
this Canadian Initiative at 
the noon press briefing. But 
the issue wasn't raised. 

Had the question been 
asked, Ottawa would have 
loved the answer. Far from 
denouncing Mr. LeBlanc’s 
attack on U.S. fishing inter¬ 
ests, the state department 
would have said that the 
action points up the need to 
have the fishing treaties 
ratified and in place. 

Hie fish war, you see, is 
not one of your normal 
international conflicts.. .it 
pits the administrations in 
Ottawa and Washington

By increasing the Cana¬

yer, said It was already hard enough 
for the police to get a battered wife to 
lay charges against her husband and 
to see the process to its conclusion. 

She said beating up one’s wife is 
often not taken seriously, either by 
the authorities or by the attacker, and 
it is a more socially accepted form of 
violence than any other. 

In her opinion the acceptance of 
wife battering is a slap in the face to 
all women. 

Wife-beating, she said, is not con¬ 
fined to one particular social class. 

And “people who have studied the 
battered wife syndrome have ob¬ 
served that many battered wives feel 
guilty and ashamed, as if it is some¬ 
how their fault,” she said. 

Henderson also pointed out that 
some battered wives in the United 
States have committed manslaughter 
to protect themselves. 

“There have been situations in the 
States where battered wives, having 
found no protection in the legal sys¬ 
tem, took matters into their own 
hands, and the desperate wife has 
ended up shooting her husband to 
protect herself and her children.” 

Henderson is right. If the legal 
system forgets battered women, it 
will have to face the consequences. 
To the battered woman who is re¬ 
buffed by the courts, a gun may be the 
only answer. 


Those loans with magic money 
will bring a day of reckoning 


The first problem, how¬ 
ever, is to find another 
issue which strikes directly 
and specifically at the U.S. 
Northeast. The second 
problem is that the U.S. has 
more leverage than Can¬ 
ada on almost every issue.

Not a Regional Issue, 
which was generally sym¬ 
pathetic to the Canadian 
position. The U.S. fisheries 
negotiator, Lloyd Cutler, is 
trying to talk the New Eng¬ 
land fishing industry out of 
some of its objections. An 
all-party group of Cana¬ 
dian parliamentarians 
plans to go to Washington 
late next month to lobby on 
Capitol Hill. The trick will 
be to spur into action U.S. 
legislators who are already 
winding down for the presi¬ 
dential nominating conven¬ 
tions and the election.

MONTREAL - Feeling 
tired, loggy, run-down? 
Perhaps it comes from 
holding up a a share of the 
one trillion dollars — that’s 
$1,000,000,000,000 — in 
"created” money that is 
currently hanging over the 
world’s head. 

Not too many people 
know about this Inflation¬ 
ary, and enormous, debt¬ 
load hanging out there — a 
little thing like a trillion 
dollars is easy to overlook 
in a crowded world — and 
not everyone who knows is 
ail that excited. 

But one excited view is 
taken by Tom Vclk, associ¬ 
ate professor of money and 
banking at McGill Univer¬ 
sity, an acknowledged ex¬ 
pert on world credit prob¬ 
lems. 

A bearded, cheerful, out¬ 
going man, Velk sounds 
merry enough — unusual in 
economics, the “dismal 
science” — until he gets 
onto the subject of how cor¬ 
porations, banks and even 
governments have become 
caught up in the business of 
creating money out of noth¬ 
ing. 

Then he sounds like one 
of the Old Testament 
prophets, and the can of 
ginger-beer he waves in his 
hand might easily be taken 
for a lightning bolt. Velk 
says the problems stems 
from the very nature of 
banking, because. . .but let 
him tell It himself: 

“When you go to the bank 
to borrow a million dollars, 
they don't hand you the 
money over the counter. 
They write down your 
name and put a one and six 
zeroes beside it. It is the 
promise to pay that counts, 
not the bills. 

"You can then go out 
and write cheques, know¬ 
ing they will be honored. 
But the bank is severely re¬ 
stricted in the amount of 
money it can create in this 
way. It is bound by the 
amount of reserves it has 
on hand in Its vault. No 
more reserves, no more 
money. 

“That is how credit con¬ 
trols work — reserve re¬ 
quirements are raised, or 
the cost of borrowing to 
replenish reserves is 
raised. 

“But these rules only 
apply to money denominat¬ 
ed in your own currency. 
There is nothing to stop 
your bank from giving you 
a million dollars in yen, or 
lira, or whatever. There is 
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no limit at all on foreign 
currencies." 

Over the past 15 years, 
Velk says, banks all over 
the world, restive under re¬ 
strictions at home, have - 
fled to the Euro-dollar 
market, where no controls 
apply. 

Suppose, for example, 
that you are a car-maker in 
France, anxious to buy Ital¬ 
ian steel to make cars In 
West Germany. You can go 
to a Belgian bank and bor¬ 
row $1 .million to buy the 
steel, having it “denomin¬ 
ated” in, say, U.S. funds by 
the simple device of writ¬ 
ing beside the loan: “in U.S. 
funds." 

The Belgian bank then 
has a note on its books that 
you are good for $1 million, 
and to of f set that, your note 
promising to repay, with 
interest, over time. As long 
as your suppliers will ac¬ 
cept the Belgian bank’s 
paper, and as long as you 
are able to repay, It doesn't 
matter that the money was 
created out of thin air. 

Velk estimates, from fig¬ 
ures he has obtained from 
the Bank for International 
Settlements in Switzer¬ 
land, that the amount of 
money created this way in 
U.S. dollars, Swiss francs, 
German marks and other 
favored currencies, comes 
to about $750 billion — 
“And that's very conserva¬ 
tive.” 

He estimates that an¬ 
other $200 billion has been 
created by bank-to-bank 
notes, again denominated 
in foreign currencies, as in 
the transaction outlined 
above. 

Finally, and most dan¬ 
gerously, there is money 
borrowed by governments 
from commercial banks. 
He calls this “the most des¬ 
tabilizing money of them 
all.” 

How so? 

Because there is no way 
to collect. 

“When North Korea bor¬ 
rowed a billion dollars a 
couple of years ago, they 
got it from a consortium of 
French banks. The banks 
wrote the notes. North 
Korea used them to bring in 
goods from the West, and 
then simply refused to pay 
the money back. There was 
nothing the banks could 
do.” 

More and more, Third 


World governments are 
going to commercial banks 
for loans. This is because, 
when they go to the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund, 
the IMF Imposes economic 
controls as the price of bor 
rowing, while commercial 
banks do not, and cannot. 

Currently, commercial 
banks have $60 billion or 
more — the figure is uncer¬ 
tain— out to governments, 
from Ghana to Iran, from 
Greece to Jamaica. 

In malty cases, these gov 
ernments can’t even af¬ 
ford to pay the Interest, 
much less any part of the 
principal, so the loans are 
“rolled over” — simply ex¬ 
tended with new interest 
charges added — because 
to attempt to collect them 
would prove futile. 

Brazil — whose outstand¬ 
ing notes total $50 billion — 
cannot pay; Iran will not; 
and there is some doubt 
about the will, or ability, of 
Turkey, Jamaica and half 
a dozen others to meet their 
debts. 

If these governments 
begin to repudiate the loans 
entirely — and the danger 
increases with every pass¬ 
ing day — they will threa¬ 
ten the entire fabric of in¬ 
ternational banking. 

Velk notes, “It’s okay as, 
long as everybody goes 
along with the gag, and. 
accepts phoney money that 
will never be repaid, as 
real currency. But what 
happens when the lenders 
actually begin to demand 
payment?” 

Then, instead of the 
problem of inflation, the 
world will face the problem 
of panic. 

“There may be a hell of 
a rash of bankruptcies. It 
has happened already in 
two cases in Germany, and 
it happened to the Franklin 
bank in the United States." 

Velk points out, “There 
Is no point going to the 
borrowers and asking them 
to restrain themselves or 
they’ll bring down the 
whole house. 

“It’s not their house.” 

He suggests that unless 
the IMF is able to establish 
reserves on created cur¬ 
rency — not likely — or 
retrieves some of the bad 
notes and takes them out of 
circulation — a process 
that Is underway, but slow¬ 
ly— the world is headed for 
an abrupt reckoning. 

“Where it will end," he 
says, “God knows.”

MUNICH, West Germany — In Ba¬ 
varia, authorities of the finance min¬ 
istry apparently are more interested in 
the presentation of their state symbol, 
the lion, than they are in explaining to 
the public how the ministry functions. 

Munich information offices are 
handing out posters from the Bavarian 
finance ministry that explains its work¬ 
ings, complete with instructions on how 
to bang the paper just right. 

“The folded poster is opened up and 
ironed flat with a steam iron at the 
creased points,” the instructions read. 

The folds on the poster cross the 
bodies of two Bavarian lions, the symbol 


of Bavaria, holding the state arms on the 
blue and white Bavarian emblem. 

The poster was distributed to explain 
how the finance ministry works, a 
spokesman said. 

But if the poster is hung on a wall, 
how could one read the explanation on 
the back? 

“A lot of hard thought went into the 
design of the poster,” the spokesman 
said. “We had to get the folds just right 
so it could be used as a poster or, if 
anyone really wanted to read the dry, 
difficult material, they could turn it 
round the other way.”

1 have thought about it a lot. I have thought 
about voting for David Barrett’s party, which might 
make Dave choke on his Kobe steak over there in 
Tokyo.

Whenever my political thought processes take 
the turn to port, I am saved by the actions of 
organized labor. I am saved by the burred-bombast 
of B.C. Fed head'Jim Kinnaird, the sheep herder 
who long ago gave up any pretense of trying to work 
with the present government. He has shown his 
main goal in life to be NDP government rather than 
labor management. He uses the labor position as a 
broadcast podium for socialism. He harangues 
assembled unionists about the inequities of govern¬ 
ment legislation that would change pension plan 
indexing and there is suspicion he would use the 
same speech even if confronted by incontrovertible 
evidence such change was absolutely necessary for 
the future well-being of his troops. 

THE GENERAL PUBLIC might well harbor 
certain NDP sympathies at times, but the ardor is 
cooled when they read that police unions are talking 
strike action. They have second thoughts when they 
see the NDP exhort unionists to take job action in 
protest against pension changes—job action that 
halls certain ferry sailings, closes liquor stores. 
They recant any NDP thoughts when faced with the 
militants of organized labor, reasoning that if such 
militancy exists under a Soered government, what 
would it be like under NDP? The answer comes out 
they would be given full run of the store regardless 
of cost to the public. 

So. David, eat the Kobe steak in peace. Dismiss 
the fears of infidel infiltration. Kinnaird is doing a 
superb job of keeping the party free of unwanted 
intrusion. It’s like accepting the theory castration is 
a remedy for baldness. 

MEANWHILE, BACK at the brain trust, Pat¬ 
rick Lucey McGeer has announced his choice of 
location and method of joining us with the mainland. 
Neither choice is relevant if for no other reason than 
the fact his own cabinet colleagues refuse to take 
him seriously. McGeer, however, wears the same 
thick skin favored by the aforementioned Kinnaird. 
He is therefore insensitive to Island antipathy and to 
exorbitant cost. There is one consolation—McGeer's 
rainbow will be back-burnered in favor of rail 
construction up north and B.C. Place construction in 
False Creek. 

But all the while McGeer toys with his Meccano 
sets, the pressing problem of synfuel technology is 
forgotten. The government was first apprised of the 
successful South Africa method of commercial 
oil-from-coal nearly five years ago. It was given 
comprehensive rundowns of start-up costs, produc¬ 
tion costs, finished product costs and time factors. 
Nothing was done. 

And it isn’t as though the Bennett government is 
waiting for proof of costs. South Africa, which 
doesn’t have one drop of commercial oil production, 
expects to be 50 per cent self-sufficient in oil by 1983 
through ersatz methods at two huge plants. This 
province has untold coal resources, but instead of 
spending hundreds of millions of dollars on rail 
link-ups to get that coal to ports for shipment to 
Japan, this province should be diverting those 
hundreds of millions into synfuel technology. 

It was suggested in this space nearly five 
years ago, that a strong delegation be dispatched to 
South Africa by our government to absorb the 
knowledge pioneered by that country’s scientists. 
To get plans, etc., for a similar attack on the energy 
problem here. But such a strong delegation was 
never sent. 

Instead, we ship the resource to Japan for 
highly acceptable currency. Yet it is hard to believe 
we wouldn’t be one helluva lot better off in the long 
run by giving full attention to oil self-sufficiency 
Instead. If the government had acted five years ago 
synfuel production would be coming on stream right 
about now.

Judge Rene Marin, for instance, has taken oh 
Senate Hansardreporter Rod Langlois to transcribe 
testimony given at his hearings on Post Office 
security. Langlois is charging considerably less 
than the the five competing freelance firms which 
bid on the job.

Chrysler bailout closer 

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — The last hurdle to a 
loan intended to save Chrysler Corp. from bankruptcy 
was cleared Friday when the last of a handful of reluctant 
banks approved the rescue package. 

The last holdout, Deutsche Genossenschaft Bank 
of Frankfurt, agreed in principle to go along with 
the H S-billion loan package after its fellow holdout 
banks — numbering about 20 a month ago — all fell 
into line. 

Most of the banks have a stake in Chrysler's sur¬ 
vival because they lent the troubled automaker huge 
amounts some time ago. But they had agreed the 
package would pass only if all banks approved it — 
which gave leverage to a number of small banks 
which wanted to back out.

DETROIT (AP) — Ford 
Motor Co. has asked iLs 
major suppliers to cut 
prices by 1 % per cent, the 
automaker confirmed Fri¬ 
day. 

"Without this support, 
the future market for our 
vehicles and, in turn, your 
products, may be in jeop¬ 
ardy,” Harold Poling, ex¬ 
ecutive vice-president for 
North American automo¬ 
tive operations, said in a 
letter to 1,600 companies. 

Ford lost $164 million in 
the first quarter and has 
said it will lose more in the 
second quarter. Some Wall 
Street analysts predict the 
company might lose $1 bil¬ 
lion, about as much as 
nearly bankrupt Chrysler 
Corp., for all of I960. 

Earlier this year, Ford 
slashed $2.5 billion from its 
investment program 
through 1984 and laid off 
6,100 white-collar em¬ 
ployees in addition to 60,000 
production workers. 

Ford says the cut would 
save it about $214 million a 
year.

On June 21st, 1980, Deep Cove Marina will officially 
re-open after a year-long rebuilding project.

In keeping with the beautiful 
setting of the cove, landscape architect Gerhard Rehm has 
designed the grounds to blend in with the verdant surround¬ 
ings. Rehm has used rock, evergreen bushes and flowers to 
create a seascape appearance for the entire Marina.

Superintendent of bro¬ 
ken Rupert Bullock has 
issued a warning to stock¬ 
brokers that charges will 
be laid whenever there Is 
evidence that free B.C. Re¬ 
sources investment Corp. 
share applications were 
forged. 

The warning follows an 
investigation by Prince 
George RCMP of the possi¬ 
bility that an employee of 
Midland Doherty Ltd. 
forged the names of a num¬ 
ber of applicants for the 
free shares distributed by 
the provincial government 
last year. 

This allowed the firm to 


keep the blocks of five 
shares instead of returning 
them to the government 
once the deadline for ap¬ 
plying for the shares 
passed. 

No charges were laid. 

The warning was con¬ 
tained in Bullock's weekly 
notice of his department’s 
decisions and actions. 

Ian Falconer of Vancou¬ 
ver, Midland Doherty’s re¬ 
gional vice-president, said 
be did not know anything 
about the incident. 

“It must have been of an 
extremely minor nature or 
it would have been brought 
to my attention,” be said. 

Bullock said in his notice 


that when the completed 
BCRIC form was sent back 
to the government it con¬ 
tained a stamped guaran¬ 
tee by Midland Doherty 
that the applicant and the 
recipient of the shares 
were the same person. 

The incident involved a 
legitimate application and 
shares that were picked up 
without the applicant’s 
knowledge. 

It began in March, 1979 
when Maureen Frederick- 
son of the Prince George 
area filled out an applica¬ 
tion for her five free shares 
at the local office of Mid¬ 
land Doherty.

The judgment means the 
holdout shareholders, 
whose 76,838 shares were 
worth $307,352 under Hud- 
bay's $4 offer, have gained 
an additional $192,095 for a 
total of $499,447. 

McEachern also ruled 
the dissident shareholders 
are entitled to costs in the 
26-day trial. 

In assessing value of the 
Whitehorse shares at $6.50, 
the judge overruled valua¬ 
tions of Wood Gundy Ltd. 
and Richardson Securities 
of Canada, both of whom 


said $4 was a fair and rea¬ 
sonable offer. 

Noting that Wood Gundy 
made an $ll-ml!lion error 
in calculating Whitehorse's 
cash flow projection, the 
judge said he could not 
place much weight upon 
the company's opinion in 
determining fair value of 
the shares. 

The chief justice said Ri- 
chtydson Securities relied 
too'heavily on market 
prices and did not give 
enough consideration to po- 
tential development of 
Whitehorse's other^troper- 
ties.

The commission will 
begin meetings Sunday 
with the Middle East Coun¬ 
cil of Churches to discuss 
the needs of the churches in 
the Middle East. The meet¬ 
ing will look at ways to 
increase understanding of 
the Western churches of 
this oldest branch of the 
Church. Special projects 
undertaken by the 
churches in the Middle 
East will be studied as well 
as the on-going problem of 
the thousands of Palestin¬ 
ian refugees in the area. 

CICARWS has been 
studying food aid and the 
timing seems to be auspi¬ 
cious, says MacRae. On the 
one hand international 
bodies such as the UN’s 
World Food Program and 
the Brant Commission on 
North-South Relations are 
calling for still greater 
amounts of food aid for the 
1980s, while on the other 
hand critics of the effects 
of food aid are becoming 
more numerous and more 
vociferous. 

The report for the world 
council, says MacRae, will 
be ready for release in No¬ 
vember, and it will set out a 


well-documented, objec¬ 
tive judgment on the use 
and abuse of food aid. This 
could be of assistance in 
defining the role of the 
W.C.C. and its member 
churches. 


The study examines both 
the needs of recipient coun¬ 
tries and the motives of the 
donors, as well as the na¬ 
ture of the relationships in¬ 
volved.

From the Church's be¬ 
ginnings. Christians have 
come together at specific 
times and in specific places 
for worship and for nurtur¬ 
ing in the faith. 

This is the Christian con¬ 
gregation, a community of 
expectant believers who 
assemble to receive guid¬ 
ance from God's spirit, to 
be strengthened by God's 
grace, to experience God’s 
love, mercy and forgive¬ 
ness. 

In congregation they 
renew and deepen their 
hold on the great centrali¬ 
ties of their faith—and 
then, with new hope and 
new determination, they go 
back into the world to serve 
the mission of Jesus 
Christ. 

Authentic worship leads 
inevitably to witness and 
compassionate service. Dr. 
John H. Oldham, an Eng¬ 
lish theologian, described 
worship simply as “adora¬ 
tion issuing inaction.” 

He added "The greatest 
contribution of the Church 
to the renewal of society is 
through the fulfilment of 
its primary function of 
preaching the Word and 
through its life as a wor¬ 
shipping community.” 

In and through worship 
the Church receives energy 
and direction for its mis¬ 
sion of witness and com¬ 
passion. 

A few years ago a critic 
of the Church desparag- 
ingly described today's 
typical congregation as “a 
holy huddle." He used that 
catchy football expression 
to point to congregational 
ingrownness, to thinking of 
a congregation simply as 
an assembly of nice, conge¬ 
nial people who share a few 
basic convictions and sen¬ 
timents and who come to¬ 
gether for comfort and 
consolation. 

I find more of value in 
that expression than its 
user seems to have dis¬ 
cerned. I like to think of a 
congregation as "a holy 
huddle"—after all, the hud- 
dle'is where the football 


team that has the ball plans 
its attack and decides how 
it will put the ball into play, 
where it plans the next 
stage of its mission. I 
musn’t push the holy-hud¬ 
dle metaphor to a silly ex¬ 
treme—but does it not hint 
at a primary purpose of a 
congregation as an agency 
of witness and compas¬ 
sion? 

Archbishop William 
Temple, one of the great 
Christian leaders of this 
century, used to say that 
the Church is an institution 
that exists “primarily for 
the benefit of non-mem¬ 
bers.” 

Dietrich Bonhoeffer, the 
German theologian who 
was hanged by the Gestapo 
in 1945 for his opposition to 
Nazism, put the point this 
way: "The Church is her 
true self only when she 
exists for humanity.” 

We Christians do vio¬ 
lence to our New Testa¬ 
ment foundations when we 
think of a congregation as 
a cozy little group to be 
ministered to by spiritual 
hired hands. 

A congregation has lost 
its Christian validity when 
it becomes merely a pray- 
pay-and-go-away club, 
with added marrying and 
burying facilities. 

A congregation must 
help its members sustain 
the kind of faith that can 
help them as they face the 
problems and challenges of 
their lives: that is funda 
mental. But it must not stop 
at that. We must rid our¬ 
selves of any notions we 
may have of the closed- 
shop church, of the nice 
little spiritual club. 

We must maintain the 
larger vision of the total 
mission of the Church in 
this new age, the vision of 
the Church, through its 
congregations, as the 
agency of the grace and 
compassion of Jesus Christ 
for the whole world.

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Helen Chesnut's Garden Notes 


1 have never been one to maintain 
that gardening is all a bed of roses. It 
doesn't matter whether you have an 
ordinary sized dty lot or an acreage 
estate or confine your green thumb 
activities to a few potted bousepiants 
in an apartment, there are numerous 
tasks which must be performed— 
some of them boring, some of them 
back-breaking and some of them 
downright distasteful. 

In this latter category of distaste¬ 
ful tasks, I would include coping with 
all manner and breeds of undesirable 
insects and such horrid little beasts 
as slugs and cutworms, notwithstand¬ 
ing one anonymous reader who, in 
response to a recent column on ear¬ 
wigs, suggested that we are no doubt 
Just as loathsome to them as they are 
to us. 

Slugs really get to me. I’m darned 
If I’ll use a favorite method for get¬ 
ting rid of them which is espoused by 
my all-organic gardening friends; 
that is, to place a saucer of beer on 
the ground which is supposed to at¬ 
tract them and ultimately result in 
their demise by drowning. Why 
should such nasties leave this world 
so happily? I'll settle for slug bait 
anyday. 

Cutworms are something else 
again, I’ve yet to find a chemical that 
provides a satisfactory method of 
eradicating these scourges of the 
garden without offending my own 
standards of environmental protec¬ 
tion, and squishing remains the 
major method of extermination 
around our garden. 


A major problem, however, is 
that my husband says he'd sooner 
risk his macho Image rather than 
squish the things between his fingers 
so that Usk falls entirely upon my 
shoulders, or rather fingers, for my 
loathing of cutworms is even greater 
than his and I virtually revel in the 
deed. 

These thoughts coursed through 
my mind the other day as I read a 
letter from a reader with a tale of 
woe about infested houseplants as 
eloquent as I’ve seen. Allow me to 
quote from it so those with a similar 
problem will realize they’re not 
alone. 

“In the last couple of years, my 
mother has not received a gift plant 
which was not all bugs," my corre¬ 
spondent begins. "Sometimes one 
kind of bug, other times (maybe 
from different nurseries or at differ¬ 
ent times of the year) a different 
kind of bug again. She has quite a 
few houseplants of her own and by 
the time we finally get of rid of bugs 
on everything, there comes another 
gift potted plant or cut flowers and 
there we have to start all over 
again. 

“Last fall, I transplanted all the 
houseplants, using well-baked soil 
in everything and we were enjoying a 
no-bug house until, as a get-well 
gesture, someone sent her bouquet of 
mixed flowers again. 

“This was some time in Novem¬ 
ber and—well, I don’t know where to 


start—but there was a very small 
Mack fly and another light-colored 
one just a little bit bigger. We couldn't 
find anything on the houseplants but 
they were flying all over the house, so 
we know they came from some 
where!" 

She and her mother became truly 
concerned because they have accu 
mutated an impressive collection of 
housplants which they did not want to 
become pest-infected. 

■'It's always the same thing," the 
lady laments. “People just wire their 
orders and first thing we know, wc 
have more bugs again." 

Well, I've never experienced this 
problem to such a massive extent but 
whenever I do spot some winged ones 
around my houseplants, I take some 
fairly simple measures. 

The black flies breed from the 
maggots or eggs that come in potting 
soil that is high in organic matter. 
These are not a great problem but 
can be controlled by watering in a 
contact insecticide. 

The whiteflies should be sprayed 
in the morning before they get active 
with a contact insecticide, hitting the 
undersides of the leaves. Some peo¬ 
ple dip their plants, held upside 
down, in the pesticide. Always follow 
label instructions. 

It's a good idea, when you get a 
new houseplant, to keep it as isolated 
as possible so you can watch it for a 
week or two for any sign of pests 
before moving it in with your estab 
lished collection. 
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As garbage palls rattle in 
the summer night, let us 
now praise raccoons. With 
certain reservations, of 

■jrse. For in (he detente 
- at exists between rac 
coons and the human race, 
who, we may ask, is push¬ 
ing whom around, fellow 
victim? 

Most of the legends about 
raccoons are told by Uncle 
Remuses, whose pockets, 
as it were, have been 
picked. 

A week or so ago a friend 
phoned to announce that, 
after a quarter of a century 
of country living, he had 
perfected his raccoon Ma- 
ginot Line at last. “For 
every offence I have a de¬ 
fence,” boasted our von 
Clausewitz of raccoon war¬ 
fare. 

Reckless man! The rac¬ 
coon is the most indefatiga 
ble of guerrilla fighters. A 
few days later our very 
exhausted friend called to 
report, between huge 
yawns, his defeat and ca¬ 
pitulation. Using the latest 
techniques of protest, the 
raccoons had spent their 
nights parading, very noisi¬ 
ly, across the roof above 
his bedroom. On the second 
night, shortly after 3 a.m., 
our friend staggered onto 
the porch waving a slice of 


white bread as a flag of 
surrender and abjectly un¬ 
wired the lid to his garbage 
Da' 1 

'•Js become another 
who will join all us 
otnei victims in telling tall 
tales about the cleverness 
of the raccoon, until the 
Scarlet Pimpernel seems a 
clumsy clod by compari¬ 
son. Thrusting the photo 
graphic evidence under one 
another’s noses, we ex¬ 
change accounts of how our 
favorite enemies twist our 
doorknobs, enter our kit¬ 
chens, open our refrigera¬ 
tors, turn on our faucets to 
wash down their chosen 
snack, or even unseat a 
bottle cap for a swig of 
soda. 

Once beaten, a racoon- 
humbled person, like our 
friend, will dedicate him¬ 
self to overestimating the 
powers of his conqueror. 
Sterling “Rascal” North 
claimed he knew a raccoon 
that would trot upstairs and 
take a shower whenever 
that word was dropped into 
the conversation. 

An ex-army engineer se¬ 
cured witnesses to testify 
that, on a summer evening, 
an old raccoon would come 
out of the woods, unlatch 
his screen door and join 
him in his living room 


every time he played 
Beethoven’s Ninth on his 
stereo. (The Boston Sym¬ 
phony version, recorded at 
Tanglewood, in case any 
raccoon-lover Is interest¬ 
ed.) When the last magnifi¬ 
cent note of the final move¬ 
ment concluded the “Ode 
to Joy" the four-footed 
connoisseur would leave 
his post between the speak¬ 
ers and stroll thoughtfully 
back into the woods. No 
other symphony, no other 
composer could lure him 
into the audience circle. 
When you’ve got taste, 
you’ve got taste. 

Speaking of taste, we are 
disinclined toward stories 
about animals that talk. 
But in the case of raccoons 
—Richard Adams take note 
—we make an exception. 
We quite understand why, 
in his engaging book for 
children, The Great Ring¬ 
tail Garbage Caper, Tim¬ 
othy Foote assigns his rac¬ 
coons names like Anatole 
and Joshua, permits them 
to invent games like acorn- 
ball and grants them the 
ultimate scavenger’s 
dream: the ability to drive 
a garbage truck. 

What we cannot figure is 
how John Gardner, in an¬ 
other new book, A Child’s 
Bestiary, can make the 


alphabetical leap straight 
from Python to Red-Head¬ 
ed Woodpecker, without 
even an “as you were” to 
the Raccoon. 

The raccoon, we always 
have believed, was a sort of 
writer’s pet. In fact, rac¬ 
coons and writers bear a 
resemblance. Both are 
nocturnal creatures. Both 
tend to combine a sense of 
humor with fits of tem¬ 
perament. The endlessly 
inquisitive raccoon, like 
the endlessly inquisitive 
writer, faces life with a 
perpetual question mark in 
its eyes. Sniffing out, 
tracking down, it seems to 
long to hold everything in 
its hand-like paws until it 
truly grasps—until it un¬ 
derstands. 

Over 50 years ago the 
Rev. J.G. Wood, a natural¬ 
ist who must be believed, 
told of a raccoon that, in his 
tolerant presence, ate up 
his pencil, then tried to eat 
up the notes he had just 
been taking. “Not succeed¬ 
ing in the attempt,” the 
reverend wrote with his 
spare pencil, “it consoled 
Itself by tearing the paper 
into minute morsels, em¬ 
ploying teeth and paws in 
the attempt." 

Just like a raccoon, we 
say. Just like a writer. 



The recent popularity of Milton 
Friedman’s new book on his concep¬ 
tion of “economic freedom" makes 
me wish that more book-sellers could 
and would adopt the novel mar¬ 
keting procedure of the three 999 
Bookshops in New York City. 

Anyone who buys a copy of Henry 
A. Kissinger's new book, White House 
Years, (which sells for a hefty $22.50) 
is given a free copy of a new paper¬ 
back, Sideshow: Kissinger, Nixon and 
the Destruction of Cambodia, by Wil¬ 
liam Shawcross, a highly critical 
view of that same period. 

Insisting he had no political axe 
to grind, the bookshop owner ex¬ 
plained, “It gives a different view¬ 
point, and we thought it would be 
a nice balance." In the first week of 
the offer, more than 30 people bought 
the Kissinger book, and only a few 
refused to take the other. 

What appeals to me about this 
unique merchandising approach is 


that not only are books so frightful¬ 
ly expensive these days, but forums 
and debates and town halls of any 
kind have been fast disappearing 
from the American scene. (Even the 
so-called presidential “debates" 
have been little more than reitera¬ 
tions of familiar positions with a little 
persiflage thrown in to make the 
participants seem more affable.) 

As one of those weak-minded 
people who always thinks the last 
argument he has heard is the most 
plausible—until the first fellow gets 
around to talking again—I would 
welcome a chance to get two opposing 
books for the price of one, with the 
opportunity to study both singly and 
together. 

The fact of the matter is that 
nobody, no matter how bright or 
knowledgeable, Is totally right in his 
beliefs and judgments. Everybody 
has gaps in his thinking, where preju¬ 
dices and self-interest creep in, dis¬ 


guised as principles and sound gener¬ 
alizations. And most of the time, 
nobody qualified is around to expose 
these chinks in the armor. 

Prof. Friedman is a persuasive 
protagonist of his ultra-conservative 
point of view, and it is hard not to 
agree with some of his proposals and 
conclusions. But, equally, some of 
them strike me as willfully wrong¬ 
headed, although I am not expert 
enough to summon up the exact argu¬ 
ments to rebut him. I need an ar¬ 
mored horseman of another color. 

The Kissinger book, obviously, 
does its best to justify the author’s 
foreign policy; reading it alone may 
convince us he was right. Reading it 
in conjunction with a sharp critic 
may not change our minds, but it 
would at least give us the basis for a 
balanced judgment. In the absence 
of public debate in modern society, 
this kind of private contention can 
prove a valuable substitute for 
dogma and deceit.

CLUES ACROSS 

4 SLICK not slack. The slack type of worker is 
characterized rather by the way he fails really to 
“set about” the job. “SLICK” is fully apt. 

7 HATEFUL not fateful. HATEFUL matches up 
more convincingly with the clue’s air of distaste. 

9 TAINTED not taunted. TAINTED is the stronger 
answer, since one may merely be amused when 
taunted. 

10 WINDS not wilds. “Polar regions” consist almost 
exclusively of wilds, so it’s not so much a case of 
these being wilds to be encountered “in” such 
regions. Also, wilds are daunting terrain anyway, 
without needing to be qualified or instanced in the 
manner of the clue. 

14 RAGE not race or rave. “Race” hardly applies, 
since it is impossible (rather than merely “does no 
good”) for a badly injured athlete to race. “RAGE” 
(talk angrily) is better in line with the sense of the 
clue than “rave” (talk wildly or incoherently). 

17 TOP not tip. Proud success is essentially a matter of 
getting to the TOP. Tip applies only insofar as it can 
mean the TOP or summit. 

18 LEAN not leap. The case of leap tends to be impon¬ 
derable. Without knowing the width of the fissure, 
“somewhat foolish” might be a great understate- 
me nt fo r leap. 

20 BETTER not bitter. The cl ue’s c omparison with the 
previous bout favors “BETTER,” a term of com¬ 
parison. As a spectacle, a fight merely needs to be 
more or less good (why bitter?). 

22 SHADE not spade. Aptly, a lamp SHADE is the sort 
of thing apt to suffer minor damage or degrees of 
breakage — that it may, or may not, be “too badly” 
broken. On the other hand, one imagines a spade 
being quite all right until the handle breaks, render¬ 
ing it simply useless. 


CLUES DOWN 

I MANIAC not manias. The clue’s use of "unfortun¬ 
ately” strikes a note of pity, as if referring to a 

person. 

6 CHEFS not chess. The clue’s word “practitioners” 
relates better to persons who practice an art or 
craft (CHEFS), than to chess, which has "play¬ 
ers,” rather. 

II LAWN not laws. The clue's phrase “conscientiously 
kept" suits that which might, less ideally, be ill kept 
(LAWN). Laws should simply be kept (the word 
“conscientiously” being inappropriate). 

12 TEN not men. It takes a fair number of persons to be 
able to make “quite a hubbub,” but men may be 
o nly two or three. 

13 ATTITUDE not aptitude. Aptly, one can describe a 
helpful ATTITUDE as a “good attitude.” However, 
since aptitude is always good, the clue's proviso “If 
good” is not wanted. 

15 PLANE not plans. PLANE links up particularly 
well with the theme of speed. Also strictly speaking, 
it's not so much a question of preparing prepara¬ 
tions (plans) as of preparing man or machine 
(PLANE). 

16 CATTLE not battle. Since battle directly involves or 
consists of slaughter, the indirect nature of the clue 
suits CATTLE better. 

19 CHAT not coat. Since he can always get a coat if he 
feels like it, there is no call for him to “appreciate” 
his coat. Aptly, there may not always be somebody 
to CHAT with.

talk and dress like a cow¬ 
boy. 

More traditionally, Steve 
McQueen is riding the old 
west again in Tom Hot n 
and the Carradine and 
Reach brothers saddled up 
for some fearful shooting 
shenanigans in The Long 
Riders. 

Movie cowboys remain 
free to shoot as many dry- 
gulcbers as they choose— 
Including close-ups of bul¬ 
lets penetrating the vil¬ 
lain's forehead.

“Now you can see all the 
sex, rough dialogue and 
double entendres you want 
on weekly series and TV 
reruns of movies. You can 
also see all the bloody 


shootings in western pic¬ 
tures that are rerun. Does 
that make sense?” 

With the disappearance 
of video westerns, Fuller 
starred as a doctor in the 
Emergency series for 
seven years. He couldn't 
have been happier when 
the offer came to play a 
western hero once again. 

"As Jake Rudd, I'm the 
sheriff of a small modern 
western town. Jake knows 
everybody, including the 
criminals,” he said. “We’ll 
have a Willie Nelson coun¬ 


try music background aftd 
shoot the show mostly on 
locations in Texas, Includ¬ 
ing real Texas bars. J 

"Thanks to the restric¬ 
tions there won't be much 
gunplay. But we'll provife 
as much excitement wRh 
visual action as possible.

Chuck McVeigh, presi¬ 
dent of the Construction 
Labor Relations Associa¬ 
tion, said in Vancouver that 
about half a dozen job sites 
were hit in Vancouver, 
Houston and Prince 
George. 

•'They’re illegal work 
stoppages and we’re not 
going to let them go on very 
long,” said McVeigh. 
CLRA bargains for some 
800 contractors. 

Roy Gautier, president of 
the building trades council, 
made it clear that the walk¬ 
outs weren’t sanctioned. 
The council covers some 
15,000 construction work¬ 
ers.

LONG BEACH (UPC) — A 12 ton sperm 
whale found dead on a beach in the Pa¬ 
cific Rim National Park on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island probably died after being 
run over by a ship, a federal naturalist 
said Thursday. 

“The whale had a massive wound in its 
back, probably caused by the keel of a heavy 
ship, or more likely, the ship’s propeller,” 


said Barry Campbell, a naturalist with 
Parks Canada. 

“The spine had been severed and the 
spinal nerve cord was exposed." 

Campbell said there had been extensive 
severing and damage to the whale's back 
muscles and it was unlikely the creature 
would have been able to swim after being 
wounded. 


“Indications are that the whale was dead 
when it washed upon the beach,” he said. 
"Tests will have to be carried out to deter¬ 
mine when it died, but it could not have lived 
long after receiving a massive wound like 
that.” 

Campbell said the carcass was that of a 
male sperm whale measuring 32 feet in 
length and weighing approximately 12 tons. 


Tel union's Biffy Bopper Blues started with call to nature 


It might best be called the Biffy Bopper 
Blues. 

It started earlier this week with one sour note 
when a telephone operator in N£w Westminster 
heeded nature's call without firsbersking permis¬ 
sion. 

Before the day was out, 13 others had regis¬ 
tered their objection by making the same un¬ 
authorized trip. All 13 were added to the suspend¬ 
ed list.

province. Its operators, including about 40 in 


Victoria, stopped work in unison at 10 a.m. Their 
protest lasted about 15 minutes. 

While it hasn't really been given the name yet, 
the Biffy Bopper Blues is brought to you by the 
same union that recently gave you a show of 
“super service" buttons. 

The earlier move was seen as a novel ap¬ 
proach by the Telecommunications Workers 
Union to prolonged contract negotiations that 
were going nowhere. There was also some sug¬ 
gestion that feelings were running high over the 
difficult talks when the washroom dispute 
began. 


The button campaign, complete with the ini¬ 
tials of the union where they can be seen by the 
customers, involves time-consuming efforts to 
see that those receiving the service are satis¬ 
fied. 

When the operators pulled the plug Friday, a 
union official said they were not only protesting 
the brief suspensions, but the use of staff to spy 
on them. 

There had been complaints from some of the 
New Westminster operators that supervisory 
people were snooping around the washroom to 
see if they were smoking instead of doing what 


they said they had to do. 

Some felt the need to obtain the supervisor's 
permission was a little like having to raise their 
hands in the classroom. 

The company has defended it as a necessary 
process. Otherwise, several operators might be 
gone at the same time without the supervisor 
knowing where they were. 

Jack Sambrooke, president of a TWU local in 
Victoria, said he believed the washroom rules 
were confined for the most part to New Westmin¬ 
ster. He call it a case of “aggressive manage¬ 
ment."

Ministry boosts ‘rent’ 
for long-term patients 


The health ministry has boost¬ 
ed “rents” for many elderly per¬ 
sons on fixed incomes by 30 per 
cent, the B.C. Association of So¬ 
cial Workers says. 

The increase is the $2 boost in 
the per-diem charge for users 
of long-term care facilities. The 
health ministry announced this 
month that the cost would go from 
$6 a day to $8. 

“For many people the long¬ 


term care facility is their resi¬ 
dence, but they are not afforded 
any protection against increases 
such as that accorded tenants 
under the Residential Tenancy 
Act,” the association's executive 
director, Hugh Millar, said in a 
letter to Health Minister Rafe 
Mair. 

Furthermore, residents learn¬ 
ed about the increase through the 
press, and had not been told how 
indexing of further increases, an¬ 


nounced at the same time as the 
$2-a-day increase, would be ac¬ 
complished. 

This “raises the spectre of 
further encroachments on mea¬ 
gre resources,” Millar said. 

The increase should be set 
aside for now, and the burden for 
health care costs should be placed 
on general revenues rather than 
on the user of services, the 
BCASW letter says.

KNOWN AS the LDR, 
short for labor-delivery 
room, the room is the first 
of its kind in the region, but 
plans call for virtually all 
childbirths in the Capital 
Region to take place in 
LDRs when the new hospi¬ 
tal on Helmcken Road is 
complete. 

The idea behind the room 
is to make childbirth more 
family oriented, and less a 
high-technology medical 
procedure. 

TURNING THE idea into 
reality is more than just 
wallpaper and macrame, 
however, because the LDR 
marks a distinct change in 
the way childbirths are 
handled in hospital. 

Usually a woman ready 
to deliver her child (a par¬ 
turient in hospital par¬ 
lance) goes through the ini¬ 
tial stages of labor in one 
room, and is transferred to 
a nearby operating room 
when the birth is imminent. 
There, among the sterile 
ceramic and steel, the child 
comes into the world.

IN THE LDR, however, 
both labor and delivery 
take place in the same 
room, eliminating the 
transfer to the operating 
room at the critical stages 
of labor. 

The LDR also encour¬ 
ages the participation of 
the father and other mem¬ 
bers of the family, in the 
birthing process. Recent 
studies have shown that in¬ 
fant bonding, long known to 
be established between a 
mother and her child in the 
first few moments of life, 
can also take place be¬ 


tween a father and child at 
the same time, and fathers 
are an increasingly com¬ 
mon sight at childbirth, 
where a few years ago their 
presence was discouraged. 

THE TECHNICAL star 
of the show is the “borning 
bed” which looks innocent 
enough under its dark 
brown bedspread, but 
which does all kinds of 
tricks when the right but¬ 
tons are pushed. 

The top of the bed will tilt 
forward, giving the mother 
support as she pushes to 
deliver the baby. The bot¬ 
tom portion of the bed 
breaks away, revealing 
stirrups for the patient. 

THE PHYSICIAN can sit 
on the bottom portion, push 
a button to raise the patient 
to a comfortable height, 
and help the mother in the 
delivery. 

If problems occur, oxy¬ 
gen and anesthetics are 
readily available, and an 
infant resuscitator lurks 
behind an innocent-looking 
bifold closet door. 

AS OF FRIDAY morn 
ing, when the LDR was of¬ 
ficially opened, 14 deli¬ 
veries had taken place, all 
of them a success even 
though some proved to be 
problem deliveries, hospi¬ 
tal officials said. 

The new room cost the 
hospital about $10,000, and 


was installed at Victoria 
General to give the mater¬ 
nity-ward staff some ex¬ 
perience with the LDR con¬ 
cept. When the staff moves 
to the Helmcken Road hos¬ 
pital, they will have seven 
such rooms, an eighth room 
which will be used for pre¬ 
natal diagnostic proce¬ 
dures if not required for 
delivery, and two standard 
operating rooms for proce¬ 
dures such as caesarian 
births. 

THE LDR concept cap¬ 
tured the imagination of 
hospital and community in 
a rare way. The Straw¬ 
berry Vale Community 
Club, in whose backyard 
the new hospital will be 
located, came up with the 
$4,000 in matching funds 
which the hospital required 
as its share of the cost of 
the new room. 

A hospital staff member, 
Dave Bowden, constructed 
the hanging cradle, the 
personnel department is 


Knotting the macrame 
hanger, and Dr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Grebncff, both hos¬ 
pital staff members who 
have taken an interest in 
making the hospital a more 
human place, donated the 
antique dresser and drapes 
for the room. The mainte¬ 
nance staff also took spe¬ 
cial pains in converting the 
room to a more homelike 
environment, and obstetri¬ 
cal nursing staff donated 
pictures and plants. 

THOSE EFFORTS were 
recognized by Health Min¬ 
ister Rafe Mair who, in 
opening the room Friday, 
declared that “volunteers 
are one of the most impor 
tant cogs in our social 
wheel.” 

Mair said the LDR idea 
fits in well with ministry- 
efforts to "bring the home 
to the hospital," and said 
the ministry would encour¬ 
age the development of 
such rooms in other parts 
of the province.

Mitchell breaks NDP ranks 


For only the second time 
In his political career, Es- 
quimalt-Port Renfrew New 
Democrat backbencher 
Frank Mitchell broke 
ranks Friday and voted 
against his party.

chel), joined the Social 
Credit government in the 
third reading vote Friday 
morning and Mitchell stood 
alone for the count when 
a decision was called. 

Outside the house, Mit¬ 
chell said it was only the 
second time he had broken 
ranks—the last was in 1951 
and he could not recall 
what it was for. 

The NDP member fought 
three elections within 18 
months in 1951-52, finally 


being defeated. He re¬ 
turned to the Legislature in 
1979. 

Mitchell said he was con¬ 
cerned that the time limit 
given people in mobile 
homes before eviction 
should be extended from 
the present 119 days to a 
full year. 

Mobile homes often re¬ 
presented a $45,000 invest¬ 
ment and owners had 
usually spent time and 
money building decks, ca¬ 


banas and doing landscap¬ 
ing. 

The effort of uprooting 
their home and moving to 
to another mobile home 
park was far more involved 
than a simple apartment 
eviction. 

He recalled how mobile 
home owners were put “out 
on the road” when the Cen¬ 
tennial Park home park on 
Craigflower closed and 
said many had suffered de¬ 
preciation of $5,000 to $10,- 
ooo because of the closure. 


Mitchell has also been 
battling for mobile home 
owners in Jackson Park, 
Langford, who have been 
given until July 31 to clear 
the site. Some owners have 
gone to court to try to get an 
extension. 

Other owners had been 
forced to move to Cobble 
Hill and Duncan because of 
the shortage of home parks 
in Greater Victoria where 
they wanted to live. 

The opposition, back¬ 
bencher said he had been 
working with Housing Min¬ 
ister James Chabot in try¬ 
ing to get a 44-acre site in

Duran strips Leonard of crown stunBjBg upset 
in bruising Brawl in Montreal 


MONTREAL (CP) — Ro¬ 
berto Duran of Panama 
won the World Boxing 
Council welterweight 
championships Friday 
night with a unanimous de¬ 
cision over 15 rounds from 
Sugar Ray Leonard in a 
fight that lived up to ad¬ 
vance billing as a Brawl in 
Montreal. 

A Canadian record box¬ 
ing crowd of 46,317, some 
paying up to $500 a seat, got 
its money’s worth as the 
fighters whaled away at 
each other from the open¬ 
ing bell at Olympic Sta¬ 
dium. 

Duran, the former light¬ 


weight champion, entered 
the ring Friday night 145'A 
pounds compared to 145 for 
Leonard. 

For the fight, Leonard, 
24, of Palmer Park, Md., 
was expected to pick up $10 
million. Duran's share of 
the purse was to be about $2 
million. However, there 
will undoubtedly will be 
bigger paydays ahead for 
the new champion. 

The vaunted punching 
power of Duran, known as 
Hands of Stone, was evi¬ 
dent throughout the fight 
although Leonard was sel¬ 
dom hurt. 

On the other hand, Sugar 


Ray’s noted speed of hand 
and foot, had little effect on 
the little Panamanian, who 
was able to take the cham¬ 
pion’s best shot. 

Round after round, they 
stood in the centre of the 
ring, hammering away at 
each other as the huge 
crowd roared. 

In the 15th round, know¬ 
ing he had won, Duran re¬ 
fused to slug it out with 
Leonard, being content to 
hold the surging former 
Olympic champion off. 

Veteran ringside observ¬ 
ers said this was one of the 
great fights of all time. And 
judging by the response of 
the crowd, there was plenty 


of support for that observa¬ 
tion. 

The closeness of the Pier 
Six brawl was indicated by 
the judges' scorecards. 
Harry Gibbs of England 
scored it Duran 145, Leon¬ 
ard 144; Raymon Bal- 
deyroy of France had 
Duran ahead 146-144, and 
Angelo Poletti of Italy had 
it 148-147 for Duran. 

Poletti initially had the 
fighters at 147 apiece, 
which would have given 
Duran the title on a split 
decision. But an hour after 
most of the crowd had gone 
home, the WBC announced 
that a check of Poletti’s 
scorecard had shown the 



veteran Italian judge had 
Duran ahead 148 to 147. 

There were no knock¬ 
downs, although on a cou¬ 
ple of occasions it appeared 
one of the fighters would 
fall. But each time they 
managed to weather the 
storm. 

During the preliminary 
fights, a heavy rain fell. 
However, the ring was not 
affected by the downpour 
because of a canopy over¬ 
head. 

As though recognizing 
the importance of the main 
event, the rain stopped just 
before the fight started. 

Duran was the aggressor 
in the first three rounds as 
he came out hitting with 
both hands and drove the 
speedy Leonard around the 
ring, much to the delight of 
the partisan crowd, thou¬ 
sands of whom were wav¬ 
ing Panamanian flags. 

However, Leonard took 
command for the next 
three rounds, scoring with 
a number of left hooks 
which were usually part of 
a multiple-punch flurry. 

The seventh round was 
characterized by a series of 
vicious flurries from both 
fighters, although Leonard 
at this point seemed 
stronger as some of the 
power had disappeared 
from Duran's punches. 

But Duran, who seemed

Sugar 
Ray responded by tagging 
Duran with a thundering 
bolo punch and a series of 
left-right combinations to 
the head. 

The bearded Duran, how- 
ever, seemed unperturbed 
by Leonard’s actions. 

Toward the end of the 
climactic 15th round, 
Duran was inviting Leon¬ 
ard to hit him on the jaw. 
But by that time the sting 
had gone from Sugar Ray’s 
punches. 


I knew I won-Duran 


“This is why I win, this,” 
said the still overcharged 
battler from Panama dur¬ 
ing a hectic news confer¬ 
ence deep in Olympic Sta¬ 
dium following his victory. 

The 28-year-old from 
Panama City stuck out his 
chest and thumped his left 
side over his heart again. 

“This is why I won.” 

Throughout the 15 rounds 
of non-stop action, Duran, 
with fire in his Latin eyes, 
appeared to hold only con¬ 
tempt for the champion. 

After it was over, Duran 
still would not give Leonard 
his due. 

“I knew I won the fight 
by the 13th round and I 
showed him I was a better 
boxer, too,” he said. “A lot 
of people think that I'm just 
a heavy puncher, but I 
showed them that I'm also 
a boxer. 

“I was too slick for what 
he was doing." 

Was he hurt at any time? 


"He threw some good 
punches, but he had to fight 
because he was fighting 
me.” 

The news conference was 
a confused affair and ex¬ 
champion Wilfredo Benitez 
caused Duran’s handlers to 
become enraged when he 
taunted them in Spanish. 

Duran did not let Benitez 
upset him. 

The new champion 
showed no eagerness to en¬ 
gage in a rematch with 
Leonard, which was his 
best complement of Sugar 
Ray’s abilities. 

“My manager will make 
that decision,” he quickly 
answered. 

Duran, who turned every 
query about Leonard 
around to him, said he was 
not thrown off by Leon¬ 
ard's lack of motion. 

“He’s the one who has to 
be surprised with the type 
of fight I fought,” said 
Duran. 


MONTREAL (CP) — Canadian champion Trevor 
Berbick scored a stunning victory over former World 
Boxing Association heavyweight champion John TSle 
with a knockout at the 22-second mark of the ninth 
round Friday night. 

Berbick, 27, of Halifax, stunned Tate in the opening 
seconds of the final round of one of four preliminary 
matches leading up to the welterweight title fight between 
Sugar Ray Leonard of the U.S. and Roberto Duran of 
Panama. - 

Berbick then chased Tate across the ring, hitting hfcn 
with a left hook that caught Tate high on the back of Sis 
head. “ 

Tate was actually running in retreat when the Jamai¬ 
can-born Berbick caught up with him. 

Berbick, the heavy underdog, was not expected to 
go far against the former WBA champion. The loss 
could spell the end of Tate’s boxing career. 

Berbick had never won outside the Maritime Prov¬ 
inces. 

Most experts believed that the fight was merely a 
confidence builder for the 25-year-old Tate, who lost 
his WBA title in another upset to Mike Weaver xm 
March 31 when he was knocked out in the 15th round. 

For a while it looked as if Tate would not answer the 
bell for the ninth round. Tate’s record fell to 20 wins and 
two defeats while Berbick now is 15-1-1. 

★ ★ ★ 

In another preliminary, Gaetan Hart, Canadian light¬ 
weight boxing champion, scored a technical knockout 
over former champion Cleveland Denny, who was carried 
unconscious from the ring on a stretcher some 10 minutes 
after the fight was stopped. The end came at 2:48 of the 
10th and final round of the non-title bout. 

Hart, 26, knocked the defenceless Denny around un¬ 
mercifully before the former titleholder went down under 
a flurry of six straight punches to the head. 

Denny’s handlers and the ringside doctor were unable to 
remove the fighter’s mouthpiece because they couldn’t 
pry his jaws apart. Later, Hart said he knew Denny was 
hurt when he tagged him with a left hook 

Asked how he felt about putting a man in hospital for the 
second time in as many fights, Hart replied: “I always 
work hard in every fight and if something like that 
happens they are just circumstances I can’t control." , 

In Hart's last fight, his opponent, Ralph Racine of 
Niagara Falls, Ont., was also taken to hospital alid 
required brain surgery after being knocked out in the 12 
round of a title fight on May 7 in Montreal. Racine is still 
recovering from the affects of that fight in a Hamilton 
hospital. * ★ ★ 

And Fernand Marcotte and Eddy Melo battled to a 
10-round draw in another bout. The decision was an 
unpopular one as most fans felt the veteran Marcotte was 
an easy winner. 

There were no knockdowns in the third fight between 
the two middleweight fighters. Marcotte, of Quebec City, 
scored a 10-round decision in October, 1978, then Melo. of 
Toronto, won their second fight in June, 1979. _“

Bennett warns of pension hoax 


KELOWNA (CP) - It would be a 
• cruel hoax" for government cm 
ployees. municipal workers and 
teachers to retire and find that 
there was no money in their pen 
sion fund, says Premier Bill Ben 
nett, defending legislation to 
amend the plan. 

Ilis comment came Thursday as 
union leaders at B.C. Hydro, a 
government-owned utility not 
directly affected by the bill now 


before the Legislature, were map¬ 
ping out a strategy to counteract 
any move by management to fol¬ 
low the government lead. 

Bennett said in an interview that 
the changes—which would mean 
an increase in employee and em¬ 
ployer contributions and a limit of 
eight per cent a year on cost of-liv- 
ing increases—were not proposed 
in a spirit of confrontation. 


“The government gains nothing 
with this legislation." he said. 

The sole reason for the legisla¬ 
tion was to protect pensioners in 
the future. 

"The cruelcst hoax played on 
anyone would be for the fund to be 
unsound when it was their turn." 
said the premier. 

Bennett said the move was not 
politically inspired and he was 


surprised to learn that the Central 
Okanagan Teachers' Association 
had set up a $30,000 fund to lobby 
against the changes. 

Pat Clarke, the association's 
president, said the teachers had 
agreed to a cap on cost-of-living in¬ 
creases on condition that the fed¬ 
eral and provincial governments 
had been able to keep Inflation 
below eight per cent. 


A Victoria couple who 
pleaded guilty to a large 
portion of 215 charges re¬ 
ceived jail sentences Fri¬ 
day in Victoria provincial 
court. 

The majority of the char¬ 
ges were for forgery and 
uttering forged cheques 
and took place front May to 
September of last year be¬ 
tween Victoria and Winni¬ 
peg 

J udge Lome Pearce sen¬ 
tenced 31-year-old Andrew 
Stephen Loft to one year in 
jail and 26-year-old Mary 
Joan Popiel. also known as 
Mary Joan Loft, to a six- 
month term. 

Loft was convicted in No¬ 
vember last year in Cali¬ 
fornia for possession, re¬ 
ceiving, concealing, and 
holding stolen property and 
received sentences total¬ 
ling 18 months while his 
wife was convicted of pos¬ 
session of stolen property 
and given a six-month 
term. In January, both 
were deported to Victoria 
to face Canadian charges. 

They were jointly char¬ 
ged with cheque offences 
with a total value of $6,- 
589.63, the offences occur¬ 
ring in Victoria, Winnipeg, 
Saskatoon, and Greater 
Victoria. The Victoria 
charges involved 11 counts 
with cheques totalling $1 ,- 
911.56 and ranging in value 
from $121.37 to $176.32. 
They were written to Gorge 
Produce, Capital Market. 
Swan Lake Store, Fairway 
Supermarket. Cal-Van 
Auto Supply. Wall’s Food 
Market, Lum's Grocery, 
Safeway, and Maverick 
Market. 

Popiel was charged 
separately with cheque of¬ 
fences with a total value of 
$3,193.31 while Loft was 
charged with $1,697.61 in 
bad cheques. 

They were also charged 
with theft of a paymaster 
protectograph machine 
from Island Business Ma¬ 
chines Ltd. in Victoria be¬ 
tween March 2 and 6.1979. 

Most of the offences in¬ 
volved cheques passed in 
Winnipeg but others were 
also negotiated in Brandon 
and Calgary as well as Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver. 

Loft had previous convic¬ 
tions between May 17,1968, 
and Dec. 27, 1973, in Winni¬ 
peg. Vancouver, Fort Nel¬ 
son, Peterborough, Prince 
George, and Toronto for 
assault, robbery, uttering 
forged documents, crimi¬ 
nal negligence, breach of 
probation, possession of 
stolen property, breaking 
and entering, theft, public 
mischief, failure to appear 
in court and attempted 
theft. 

Defence lawyer Chris 
Cunsidine, in asking fur a 
suspended sentence and 
probation, asked the judge 
to take into account the five 
months both spent in U.S. 
jails and (he five months 
spent in B.C. jails awaiting 
disposition of the charges. 

Considine said full resti¬ 
tution had been made for 
cheques passed in Vitoria, 
Vancouver, and Saskatoon, 
and that partial restitution 
had been made in Calgary. 
Total amount of repayment 
was about $5,000. 


Capt. Harry Hickson of 
the Salvation Army, called 
as a character witness for 
the couple, said both had 
completed bible courses 
while in jail. Loft's 12-year- 
old brother said problems 
began after their father 
died. 

Considine said author¬ 
ities at Wilkinson Road jail 
where Loft had been re¬ 
manded described him as a 
model prisoner. 

Crown counsel Don 
Laughton suggested it 
would be a travesity of jus¬ 
tice if there was no incar¬ 
ceration ordered in this 
case. 

Pearce, who called Con- 
sidinc’s presentations "one 
of the finest" he had heard, 
told the pair that "if I had 
only you to consider, it 
would be easy.” 

But the judge said he 
must consider the serious¬ 
ness of the offences, deter¬ 
rence to others, and the 
protection of the public. He 
said the court of appeal in 
England, in a similar case? 
thought four years was ap¬ 
propriate, while the B.C. 
Court of Appeal raised one 
sentence from nine months 
to 18 months and another 
sentence from one year to 
18 months. 

Pearce said he would rec- 
ommend both be given 
work release so that they 
could continue to make res¬ 
titution. He placed the cou¬ 
ple on two years probation 
and ordered them to make 
restitution within that 
time. In Loft's case, 
Pearce ordered him to ac¬ 
cept any alcoholic counsel¬ 
ling as directed by his pro¬ 
bation officer. 

Loft thanked the judge 
before leaving the court 
and said. "I know you could 
have given me 10 years." 

A 21-YEAR-OLD man 
who recently arrived in 
Victoria from Calgary was 
given a seven-day jail sen¬ 
tence after pleading guilty 
to assault causing bodily 
harm to a 15-year-old stu¬ 
dent at Lambrick Park 
school June!. 

Peter James Amell, of 
1201 Yates, was also placed 
on a year’s probation by 
Pearce, and ordered to 
seek employment and not 
associate with a companion 
who is still facing a charge 
in connection with the inci¬ 
dent. 

Laughton told the court 
Amell and another youth 
went to the school about 
3:15 p.m. and attacked the 
victim, who suffered a 
hairline fracture of his jaw 
in the beating. 

Defence lawyer Brian 
MacKenzie said Amell and 
the other accused person 
knew the victim in Calgary 
and were in Victoria to re¬ 
claim some property the 
victim allegedly look which 
belonged to Amell's friend. 
MacKenzie also said the 
victim was not a small per¬ 
son but was huskily built. 
He also stated that the 


other accused person ap¬ 
plied “the boots” to the 
victim, likely causing the 
injuries. 

“If it wasn't for your at¬ 
tempts to stop (the other 
person) from using the 
knife, I’d sentence you to 
one year in jail,” Pearce 
told Amell.

Public ignoring 
ban on shellfish 

VANCOUVER (CP) — The public is ignoring a 
coast-wide ban on the harvest of shellfish at a risk to 
health and life, a federal fisheries department spokesman 
said Friday. 

Test results to date show that shellfish containing 
high paralytic shellfish poison concentrations are 
throughout Georgia Strait. 

Spokesman Rudy Haugeneder said the ban ap¬ 
plies only to clams, mussels, oysters and scallops 
but not to fisb or crab and prawns. 

He warned that eating the poisoned shellfish could 
lead to serious illness and possibly death. At least one 
person has died this year from the red tide. 

He said consumers need not be concerned about the 
sale of shellfish at the retail level because these 
have been tested before marketing. 


New grant formula 
for assessing agency 


The B.C. Assessment Au¬ 
thority will receive a $7 
million operating grant for 
1980 or 33 per cent of its 
operating costs. 

Finance Minister Hugh 
Curtis said the new formu¬ 
la, approved by the Legis¬ 
lature in 1979, “is a marked 
improvement over the pre¬ 
vious funding system be¬ 
cause it provides a sound 
basis for the advance fiscal 
planning done annually by 
the authority and the pro¬ 
vincial government." 

Previously the provincial 
cabinet each year set an 
amount to cover part of the 
authority’s operating 
costs. 


For the current calendar 
year the authority's operat¬ 
ing costs are estimated at 
*23.9 million. 

The balance of the 
operating costs comes 
from tax levies on property 
throughout the province. 

The authority is respon¬ 
sible for establishing equa¬ 
lized assessments in all 
areas of the province.

Parents getting tuned in

WABAN, Mass. — “Ultimately, you 
have to come to the realization that you 
are responsible for what your children see 
and hear and watch and read," Diana Green 
explained amid the clatter of the basement 
offices where the Parents Choice Foundation 
publishes Parent s Choice, a bimonthly guide 
to children’s media. 

The purpose of the foundation and its 
publication is to provide parents with a 
central source of information about the 
movies, television programs, books, games 
and records to which their children arc 
likely to be exposed. 

The distinction between the impo¬ 
verished foundation and its equally impo¬ 
verished tabloid publication is somewhat 
murky here in the basement beneath Mrs. 
Green's house in a leafy suburb of Boston, 
where a staff of about a dozen unpaid 
volunteers produce the guide. 

BUT THERE IS nothing indistinct about 
the praises the one-year-old magazine is 
earning from parents, educators and librar 
ianS across the country, who see its critical 
appraisals as a long-needed source of in¬ 
formation for concerned parents. 

“Excellent" and “very well done" said 
Dr. Walter Graves, the editor of Today's 
Education, the journal of the National Edu¬ 
cation Association, in a congratulatory let¬ 
ter. The magazine "fulfills the editorial 
purpose of helping the parent make wise 
choices for the children," concluded the 
Library Journal, adding that it "should be 
prominently displayed in many libraries.” 

A TYPICAL ISSUE contains short, two 
or three paragraph reviews of movies, 
books, records and television programs and 
one or two larger "think pieces" like the one 
recently that explained rock-and-roll to par¬ 
ents and another that outlined the usefulness 
of old television reruns in teaching social 
history. 


"That one was conceived when a friend 
mentioned that her daughter dated every¬ 
thing as either pre- or post-Perry Mason," 
Mrs. Green explained. ‘‘She could tell the 
cars were different, the attitudes towards 
women were different, a lot of things like 
that.” 

ONE RECENT ISSUE contained cap¬ 
sule reviews of the classic children’s books, 
like The House at Pooh Corner, an analy¬ 
sis of how television depicts school life, and a 
review of movies that concluded that Satur¬ 
day Night Fever, despite its shortcomings, 
"is a wise, humorous look at the world 
awaiting our children.” 

“It is violent,” the review continued, “it 
does deal with drugs and sex, and its refusal 
to glamorize these issues makes it shocking 
—but it is that lack of glamor that gives it 
its moral point.” 

The magazine was begun in 1979 after a 
year of preparation spent on organiza¬ 
tional work that included enlisting a distin¬ 
guished advisory board including Dr. Robert 
Coles, the research psychiatrist, Muriel 
Humphrey, the former Minnesota senator 
and w idow of Hubert H. Humphrey, and Julie 
Harris, the actress. And it made an immedi¬ 
ate splash with articles by Pulitzer Prize and 
National Book Award winning authors as 
well as illustrations by top artists. 

MRS. GREEN SAID that while there are 
numerous reviews of children’s books avail¬ 
able. hers is the only one that provides 
reviews of all media affecting children. 
"People are just too busy today to go through 
half a dozen periodicals and review things 
for themselves and they need something like 
this they can turn to." she said. 

The idea for the magazine came to Mrs. 
Green, a part-time instructor in children's 
literature at Radcliffe College and a number 
of other Boston area schools, when she was 
besieged by students seeking advice. 

“A lot of the students were parents 
themselves and while we had a lot of 


good resources for books, there was just no 
one place to find out about everything 
else," she recalled. “It seemed a crying need 
to me, and everyone I took the idea to said it 
was terrific, so we did it.” 

SO FAR THE MAGAZINE has a sub 
scriber list of about 4,000 names—kept on 
index cards in a shoebox—and mails copies 
throughout the country and overseas for $10 
a year. City-by-city promotions like the one 
that gave away 35,000 copies to libraries and 
schools in Boston and thousands more in 
Toronto, are slowly building that circu¬ 
lation. 

“There's this funny little groundswell 
that happens when we do a city,” Mrs. 
Green said. “We start getting a dozen or two 
subscriptions and then after a while they 
start coming in from surrounding areas as 
well.” 

SUPPORTED BY AN estimated $83,000 
a year in unpaid labor, the magazine has ruq 
through $69,000 in actual cash expenditures 
since the planning stage was begun in 1978. 
Most of that money has come from small 
foundation and corporate grants, often $500 
at a time. . 

Unlike a lot of publications and groups 
concerned about the effects of television on 
children, Parents Choice stays resolutely 
positive, avoids lengthy anti-television ha 
rangues and tries to point out what is good 
rather than what is bad. 

"There is gold, there is glitter and there 
is trash," explained Mrs. Green. "There is so 
much good out there and it is very tire¬ 
some to hear nothing but angry criticism.” 

"Even if a television program ora movie 
is bad, it can be a useful point for exploring 
with your children why it is bad and the 
attitudes and issues that it raises," she 
added. "And besides, the reality is, they 
will watch the stuff anyway.”

OUGHEST job in the system. 

That’s the description teachers 
arc most likely to give when you ask them 
what it's like to be a substitute teacher. 

On the plus side, the hours tend to 
be shorter than those of a full-time 
teacher. And a sub can count on getting 
plenty of variety as well as being master 
of his or her own time. 

The bad news is that the hours arc 
often too short and unpredictable for 
anyone who hopes to make a living 
from substitute teaching. The wages are 
even shorter. Subs make one-third to 
one-half of what a regular teacher makes, 
even though they do basically the same 
work. And the job security is dismal. 
Hired by the day, subs have no guaran¬ 
teed jobs and get no fringe benefits such 
as medical coverage or paid holidays or 
sick leave which most of us take for 
granted. 

Paul Rothe, a substitute for more 
than four years who just recently got a 
full-time teaching position, says his pay- 
cheque jumped by nearly three times, 
when he went from a full-time substitute 
to a full-time teacher. He does have some 
additional responsibilities, but not three 
times as much work, he notes. 

T HE summer holidays which en¬ 
able regular teachers to recoup from 
the school year are not an option for 

subs. 

“Few subs get a chance to recharge. 
I’m not getting any holiday this year and 
haven't had any for the last three years,” 
says substitute Jack Greenwell. 

Substitutes also don't get paid for 
in-service training, which they take at 
their own expense, if they take it. 

“Everything we’ve got we’ve had 
to fight for,” Rothe says. The latest 
and most successful battles, one of which 
went to the B.C. Supreme Court, permit 
local teachers’ associations to do salary 
bargaining on behalf of substitute teach¬ 
ers, and allow subs to become voluntary 
members of the B.C. Teachers’ Federa¬ 
tion. 

Getting work is the first battle for 
a would-be substitute. The telephone is 
the primary link and some subs, like 
Rothe, have purchased telephone an¬ 
swering machines to cover for them, 
particularly on weekends. 

About half the substitute teachers 
working on any given day have been 
contacted by individual teachers or 
schools. These may have a preferred 
list of substitutes who are familiar with 
the school, staff and students, and who 
have done good work in the past. 

In other cases, the school phones a 
telephone exchange which works down 
the list until it fills a position with a 
substitute who is willing and able to do 
the job. ( 

I N either case, it helps to sell your¬ 
self. Rothe says he visited almost 
every school in the Greater Victoria, 
Saanich and Sooke school districts in 
the first year he worked as a substi¬ 
tute. introducing himself to the staff 
and talking with the principal. 

Maxine Boag, chairman of the 
Greater Victoria Substitute Teachers’ 
Association, has her own business card 
which she leaves with schools and individ¬ 
ual teachers, sometimes dropping by a 
school at recess to talk with teachers and 
leave her card with them. 

Ideally, subs are phoned two or three 
days ahead of time, but sometimes the 
teachers’ exchange may phone the same 
morning the job must be done if a regular 
teacher has phoned in sick. 

Most regular classroom teachers, 
many of whom were once substitutes 
themselves, are sympathetic to the prob¬ 
lems faced by subs and make an effort to 
give the subs as much preparation and 
help as possible. 

"They realize that we’re perform¬ 
ing an essential service," Boag says. 

B UT preparation is not possible when a 
regular teacher suddenly phones in 
sick, and the worst situation is where one 
sub takes over from another. 

"Then nobody knows who has been 
where,” Boag says. 

Primarily a substitute for elemen¬ 


tary teachers, Boag may have to pre¬ 
pare to teach five or six subjects on short 
notice, and she carries a "survival kit" 
with her. 

It contains a whistle, puzzles, pic¬ 
tures to color, a calculator, a first-aid 
kit, masking tape, chalk, a story book, 
a clipboard with magazines, a reward 
for being a good class, and a happy 
face stamp, among other things. 

Such preparations avoid embarrass¬ 
ments like being unable to find the 
chalk, which the regular teacher hides 
to keep out of reach of pupils. 

Expectations from both teachers and 
students can vary widely, subs note. 

“Some say as long as you can keep 
the thing in one piece it’s okay,” Rothe 
says. 

“Most of us try to teach, but some 
substitutes may be more successful than 
others.” 

The students faced by a substitute 
are not always the same ones faced by 
a regular classroom teacher. 

“We can’t walk in cold and do the 
same thing the regular teacher has been 
doing,” Boag says, although an experi¬ 
enced substitute can adopt the teaching 
techniques of the teacher he or she is 
replacing. 

T HAT means a good substitute has 
to be ready (o face students who 
think a substitute means a holiday from 
normal school procedure, or kids who 
welcome a new face and voice and 
are ready to give the sub a fair chance. 

"Flexibility or perish, that’s our 
motto," Rothe says. 

"Stepping into a different school, 
you have to lay down ground rules or it 
can lead to considerable confusion." 

It means finding out if things like 
chewing gum are allowed, and generally 
working out rules of behavior based on 
what the students have been accustomed 
to. 

It also means finding out names as 
quickly as possible, although swapping 
names and seats is one of the games 
students sometimes play to test the sub. 

Rothe usually gets the last word on 
that one. 

"In one case they couldn't get their 
right names out of me for a year.” 

Why does a person do the toughest 
job in the system for substandard pay 
(96 per cent of the members of the 
Greater Victoria Substitute Teachers' 
Association are fully qualified and cer¬ 
tificated teachers) and unpredictable 
hours? 

F OR many subs, it’s the only way to 
get a teaching job. Like Rothe, they 
want to teach, and if it means being a 
substitute for a few years, they are willing 
to pay the price. Locally, the price is high, 
because static or declining enrolments 
mean no new jobs open up. In some other 
regions of the province, Rothe says, subs 
are put on the regular pay scale the first 
day they teach, but in the major urban 
areas, where jobs are in demand and 
good substitutes are plentiful, the con¬ 
ditions are not as bright. 

Others, whose financial needs do 
not dictate a full-time position, prefer 
to substitute. They like the variety, of 
schools and students, and the freedom 
in planning their time. Also, weekends 
are free of marking papers and pre 
paring lessons. 

"When the day is over, even though 
you may be emotionally trashed, ydu at 
least can leave it behind when yowAeave 
school,” Rothe says. f 

M OST of the time subs are put into 
classrooms for which they are quali¬ 
fied, but that isn’t always the case, Rothe 
says. 

Rothe has taught, among other 
things, home economics, art, and even 
band in his travels. 

“It can be a refreshing experience 
to get into something completely dif¬ 
ferent. You can usually hang on for a 
period or two, and it helps you under¬ 
stand what the regular teacher has to 
have to teach the subject full time.”

Meanwhile, it's a sicken¬ 
ing sight to see this Mg girl 
still nursing. We think if 
something isn't done to put 
a stop to it, it may go on 
indefinitely. Please say 
something, Ann. — Con¬ 
cerned Observers 

Dear Observers: Accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Paul Goldhaber, 
dean of the Harvard School 
of Dental Medicine, there is 
no evidence that prolonged 
nursing causes dental 
decay. 

Most pediatricians favor 
nursing until the child is 
anywhere from one to two 
years of age. Three is con¬ 
sidered excessive but not 
■'dangerous.'' 

It seems to me the most 
disturbing aspect of this 
situation is that the mother 
is using.her breast as a 
pacifier. Nursing should 
mean nourishment, not a 


means of keeping a child 
quiet or entertained. The 
psychological damage 
could be serious. When food 
becomes the principal 
"pacifier,” obesity is in¬ 
evitable.

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‘Clear fluids’ for tot means diluted 


Your Good Health 

By PAUL G. DONOHUE, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Doeohoe: When 
my baby had a bad case of 
diarrhea, the doctor told 
me to put him on clear 
fluids. I didn't really know 
what he meant by that, and 
I didn't ask him. I just 
guessed, and must have 
guessed right. Just what 
does a doctor mean when 
he says "clear fluids”? 

There is nothing wrong 
with wanting to know what 


"clear fluids" means. I 
found in my own practice 
that I was beginning to use 
pat phrases that patients 
might or might not be un¬ 
derstanding. In fact, when 
challenged, I occasionally 
would have to look up the 
answer. Now isn’t that an 
awful confession for a doc 
tor to make? Well, what 
about “clear fluids”?

Declarer forgot about 
trump management in his 
play of today's easy looking 
game. With luck he might 
have survived his error. 
Unfortunately, he found no 
luck and the opponents 
enjoyed a windfall. 

North first made a nega¬ 
tive response, but then tried 
to show moderate values by 
jumping to four spades over 
South's rebid of three 
diamonds. A simple prefer¬ 
ence to three spades could 
be made on much less and 
might have resulted in a 
missed slam. As it was. 
declarer had his hands full 
with his game. 

The defense led two 
rounds of clubs and declarer 
ruffed This was followed 
quickly by two top trumps 
and. too late now. declarer 
. eyed his hearts. 


Declarers heart king 
knocked out West's ace. but 
West returned a trump to 
kill dummy’s entry. With the 
good hearts stranded in 
dummy, there was only one 
chance left -- a 3-3 split in 
diamonds This hope also hit 
the skids and declarer's 
game had slipped away. 

South was unlucky to find 
the trumps 3-1, the third 
trump in the same hand as 
the heart ace and the dia¬ 
monds not 3-3 -- any one of 
which would have allowed 
declarer to forget his bad 
play. But it wasn’t luck that 
lost the game. 


After ruffing the second 
club, declarer should play 
only one high trump before 
starting on the heart suit. 
West would win. but now a 
trump lead would not hurt. 

Declarer could win this in 
his own hand, unblock the 
heart queen and a third 
trump lead would place the 
lead in dummy to cash the 
hearts. The defense would 
get a heart and a club and 
declarer would make an 
overtrick instead of going 
one down.

spoons of sugar in from 
eight to 16 ounces of water. 
A child with diarrhea loses 
great quantities of water, 
and that has to be replaced. 
If you give fluid that is too 
concentrated, the water in 
that fluid might never be 
fully utilized by the child. It 
may. In fact, stay in his 
intestinal tract, and may 
even draw more liquid out 
of his body into the tract. 


This would make the child 
even more dehydrated. 

So, when the doctor spe¬ 
cifies "clear fluids” you 
give diluted fluids—the 
sugar water, liquid gelatins 
or natural fruit juices that 
have been diluted to half 
strength with water. A 
weak tea is OK, too. Things 
to avoid are items like 
highly-salted soups. The 
goal is to keep the child 


well hydrated while he is 
losing excess fluid from the 
watery stools. 

If your version of clear 
fluids matches my defini¬ 
tion. you are to be congra¬ 
tulated for guessing right. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 
deathly afraid of being poi¬ 
soned when I do not have a 
daily movement. I give 
myself an enema when I do 


not have one. Is this harm¬ 
ful?— Mrs. GJ. 

If your letter did not bear 
a California address I'd 
have guessed it was written 
by Mrs. Donohue, a great 
believer in the daily call of 
nature. A daily bowel 
movement is not neces¬ 
sary, my mother’s beliefs 
notwithstanding. Too fre¬ 
quent use of enema may 
lead to irritation of the rec-

the indications for an 
enema are few—rarely for 
constipation if there is no 
stomach pain, in prepara¬ 
tion for an X-ray examina¬ 
tion of the colon or when 
medicine has to be intro¬ 
duced rectally, as in ul¬ 
cerative colitis. 

The doctor should be no¬ 
tified if you have severe or 
chronic constipation. To 
avoid constipation, a high- 
fiber, high-bulk diet (bran 
cereals, raw vegetables 
and fruits) should be tried. 

You should discontinue 
this practice of frequent 
enemas. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 
84, female and am on no 
medication. Why does my 
urine have an odor like the 
food I eat. I notice it more 
and more and don’t urinate 


as often as I used to. Should 
I see a doctor? — J.V3. 

I don't think the foods you 
are eating are causing the 
odor. The food that is most 
often associated with a 
malodorous urine is aspar¬ 
agus. If urine is left in the 
bladder too long because of 
an obstruction to flow, a 
bacterial infection often 
results. Then the urine may 
have a bad odor. The gen¬ 
era! tone of your letter sug¬ 
gests such an obstruction. 
Yes, you should be exa¬ 
mined. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Are 

the birth control pills that a 
doctor gives to a woman to 
regulate her periods the 
same as those used for 
birth control? — N.H. 

There are many birth 
control pills with varying 
combinations of two differ¬ 
ent hormones. Yes, some 
birth control pills, if they 
fill the hormone need for 
the individual, are used to 
regulate her periods.

A preliminary investiga¬ 
tion Indicated the cave-ln 
was caused by a “high-an¬ 
gled slip,” a fault running 
into the roof. 


“THIS IS particularly 
true in Latin America," he 
said. “To question the sta¬ 
tus quo is treason.” 

“Even here in Canada 
people readily revert to law 
and order for fear that to do 
otherwise they would be 
called Communist." 

He said there is definite 
persecution In Canada— 
“no brutal suppression but 
it is there. 

“Look below the surface, 
the oppression of native 
peoples. They used to roam 
this land freely but now 
have the lowest standards 
of living, in education and 
life expectancy." 


HOWEVER, they de¬ 
ferred action on a supple¬ 
mentary motion which 
would have urged the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments to include a human 
rights provision in Can¬ 
ada’s proposed new consti¬ 
tution.

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Heroin act ruled legal, but new test looms

B.C.’s Heroin Treatment Act is 
legal after all but the fun and games 
over its status are not over yet.

"I don't think the federal govern¬ 
ment could possibly leave this (the 
B.C. act) on the books without re¬ 
medying it,” Mair told the Colonist.

Mair's views seemed to be backed 
up by former New Democratic Party 
minister Dennis Cocke (New West¬ 
minster), who said he was disap¬ 


pointed with the ruling and hoped 
the case would be appealed to the 
highest court in the land. 

Under the act, B.C. had been 
operating compulsory heroin treat¬ 
ment centre at Brannen Lake near 
Nanaimo and Cocke said when the $8 
million program began that the gov¬ 
ernment was pouring money down 
the drain. 

Former Socred health minister 
Robert McClelland, who piloted the 
heroin act through the Legislature, 
said Friday he was pleased with the 
B.C. appeal court decision and was 


not surprised as he felt “we had a 
case from the beginning.” 

McClelland said the province had 
worked hard with the federal govern¬ 
ment to ensure the legislation was 
“constitutionally valid” and added he 
would’t have come forward with it in 
the Legislature if it hadn’t been. 

McClelland remains convinced 
that compulsory heroin treatment is 
necessary even though treatment at 
Brannen Lake has been voluntary 
since Chief Justice Allan McEachern 
ruled last October that the province 
was overstepping the mark. 


McEachern's ruling, successfully 
appealed by the Socred government, 
contended the B.C. legislation was. in 
effect, the same as the Federal Nar¬ 
cotics Control Act and the prov¬ 
ince had overstepped its bounds in 
passing the Heroin Treatment Act in 
1978. 

The B.C. legislation enables au¬ 
thorities to order known addicts to 
take treatment even before court 
appearance and McEachern felt this 
had the effect of creating a new 
crime — that of drug dependency — 
and such laws could only be enacted 
by the Canadian Parliament. 


McClelland said if it becaihe 
necessary to change the criminal 
code to accommodate most of Oic 
needs of heroin addicts, the govern 
ment was anxious to see this happen 


In his decision overturning McEa 
ehem’s ruling. McFarland said the 
B.C. act was not intended to punish 
narcotic users but to provide them 
with treatment. He said that Judges 
throughout the province were aware 
of the great amount of human suffer 
ing and degradation directly caused 
by heroin use.

CALGARY (CP) —Frus¬ 
trated Indians in northern 
British Columbia will 
“blow up” the proposed 
Alaska Highway natural 
gas pipeline unless the fed¬ 
eral government meets 
their demands for compen¬ 
sation, George Manuel, 
president of the Union of 
British Columbia Indian 
Chiefs, said Thursday. 

“It’s death to my people 
if the pipeline goes through 
and they don’t meet the 
demands of the Indian peo¬ 
ple,” said Manuel. 

He told a news confer¬ 
ence the federal govern¬ 
ment has constantly reject¬ 
ed Indians’ demands for 
monetary and other con¬ 
cessions to limit the impact 
of the proposed pipeline on 
the Indians’ traditional 
way of life. And unless the 
government changes its 
ways, Indians will resort to 
violence. 

"I think we have used 
every peaceful avenue and 
none of the avenues have 
worked," Manuel said. He 
clai med to have the support 
of B.C. Indians in threaten¬ 
ing to blow up the pipeline 


are frustrated 
by the government's ef¬ 
forts to build the line with¬ 
out regard to the Indians’ 
welfare. 

Manuel said he supports 
the recommendations of 
the recently-released Mair 
report on the pipeline’s im¬ 
pact on communities along 
the 7,680-kilometre right- 
of-way in northeastern 
B.C. But judging by its past 
actions, he said, the federal 
government will ignore the 
Mair report. 

Commissioned by the 
Northern Pipeline Agency, 
the report by W. Winston 
Mair recommends com¬ 
prehensive socio-economic 
and land studies of the pro¬ 
posed route and Indian in¬ 
volvement in compensa¬ 
tion plans. 

As well, it says additional 
land should be given to na¬ 
tive people and they should 
be compensated for loss of 
income due to the pipeline. 

Manuel said B.C Indians 
struggled unsuccessfully 
for years to have the fed¬ 
eral government recognize 
their concerns.

Candidate pressured—Lauk 


An official in Education 
Minister Brian Smith’s of¬ 
fice diseduraged a former 
teacher from running for 
public office, NDP educa¬ 
tion critic Gary Lauk char¬ 
ged in the Legislature on 
Thursday. 

Lauk said Smith’s execu¬ 
tive assistant Ronald Tuck¬ 
er told former Windermere 
teacher Archie Gaber that 
his candidacy in a Kam¬ 
loops school board byelec¬ 
tion would "complicate 
(the ministry's) efforts to 
fully correct his situation.” 
Gaber subsequently pulled 
out of the school board 
race. 

“I wonder if the minister 
can explain why a ministe¬ 
rial assistant had to inter¬ 
fere with the democratic 
process in Kamloops," 
Lauk said.-A letter contain¬ 
ing the charge has been 
sent to the education min¬ 
istry, and the ministry has 
not rebutted the charge 
that Tucker interfered, he 
said. 

GABER WAS a supervi¬ 
sor in the Windermere 
school district when a 
change of district superin¬ 
tendents occurred, and in a 
reorganization of the dis¬ 
trict administration, Gaber 
was demoted to a class¬ 
room teaching position. 

Gaber now lives in Kam¬ 
loops and works as an in¬ 
structor at Cariboo Col¬ 
lege and as a prison guard. 

Lauk said the ministry 
had taken seven months to 
act on Gaber's request for 
an investigation and, as a 
result, Gaber had filed a 
grievance against the min¬ 
istry itself. 

When Kamloops school 
trustee Nelson Riis was 
elected to Parliament for 
the Kamloops-Shuswap 
riding in the last federal 
election, Gaber decided to 
run for Rlis’s old seat in the 
school board byelection. It 
was then that Tucker told 
Gaber’s lawyer, Daphne 
Smith, that his candidacy 
would complicate matters 
for the education ministry. 


Smith grilled on Windermere school dispute 


SMITH TOLD Lauk that 
since Gaber resigned his 
position with the Winder- 
mere school district, no 
statutory review of the 
case was required, but the 
ministry had reviewed 
Gaber's case once; an offi¬ 
cial of the B.C. Teachers’ 
Federation had reviewed It 
again; and a third review is 
under way in the minister's 
office. 

“I don’t know how much 
more we can do,” Smith 
said. 

Gaber was “never threa¬ 
tened or promised” that if 
he dropped out of the school 
board race he would get the 
ministerial review, Smith 
said. 


“NOR INDEED would I 
presume to tell anybody to 
run or not to run for any of¬ 
fice. . . If Mr. Gaber were 
going to run for school 
board he would have done 
so, and he still can.” 

Tucker had communicat¬ 
ed with Gaber’s solicitor, 
Daphne Smith of Kam¬ 
loops, Smith said, but when 
contacted Friday, Tucker 
would not say what he had 
told Mrs. Smith. 

“As far as the minister’s 
office is concerned, he has 


dealt with the matter in the 
house. I don't think any 
(further) statement is 
necessary.” 

Mrs. Smith said Friday 
that her communications 
with Tucker were a matter 
of "lawyer-client privi¬ 
lege,” and as such were 
confidential. 


GABER TOLD the Colo¬ 
nist Friday that his case 
has now been unresolved 
for two years.

Pro-life power move 
alarms B.C. doctors 


VANCOUVER (UPC) - The British 
Columbia Medical Association on Friday 
expressed concern with the current cam¬ 
paign by anti-abortion groups to gain 
control of some hospital boards in the 
province. 

“We are very concerned that the best 
interests of the public will not be met if 
a hospital is controlled by any group with 
a narrow interest,” said BCMA president 
Dr. Alex Mandeville. 

Mandeville said hospitals must “meet 
the needs of the communities they serve,” 
adding that control by a minority group 
could reduce the standard of health care 
at a hospital. 

Pro-lifers have been elected recently 
to hospital boards in several B.C. com¬ 
munities and “it’s a very disturbing 
trend,” he said. 


“Even if you’ve got one very strong 
pro-lifer and one person who feels 
strongly about freedom of choice, you still 
stand the chance of dividing the board up 
into two factions on that basis," he said 

Mandeville stressed he was concerned 
not Just about pro-life groups, but about 
any minority group gaining control of a 
hospital board. 

“For instance, what if a certain group 
didn't believe in blood transfusions and 
decided they wouldn’t allow blood into the 
hospital?” he asked. “It’s an extreme 
case, but it’s an example of what could 
happen if a special interest group with an 
axe to grind got control of the board." 

Mandeville urged the public to attend 
hospital board election meetings to en 
sure the majority’s views were upheld..

Housing spiral to continue—expert 


VANCOUVER (CP) — House prices will continue 
to go up in B.C. for some time, says economist Richard 
McAlary of Canada Mortgage and Housing Corp. 

McAlary said the latest CHMC figures for the 
province point to continued pressure for higher prices 
because of high demand and low supply. 

“The B.C. housing market is looking very good for 
the next three or four years, particularly from a 
building perspective,” he said. 

Housing starts in May numbered 19,700 on a 
seasonally-adjusted basis, down from 31,300 in April. If 
the federal housing agency's projections hold up, 
housing starts in 1980 are expected to be about 10,000 
short of demand. 

Inventories of available housing now are at or near 


record lows in most areas of the province, says the 
CHMC, in part because population increases in the last 
year have been greater than expected. 

The CHMC says easing interest rates are making 
rental housing projects financially attractive again. 
But although apartment construction will pick up 
during the summer, B.C.'s low vacancy rate will not 
ease substantially for at least a year and a half. 

As the latest figures were released, the Association 
of Professional Economists of B.C. was debating 
whether rent controls help or hinder the acute shortage 
of rental housing. 

Walter Block of the Fraser Institute, a Vancouver 
economic think tank, said Thursday that rent controls 
hurt landlords, city property values and capital invest¬ 
ment. 


They also restrict renters’ lifestyles and foster 
tension and discrimination of what little rental accom¬ 
modation is available. 

But Bruce Eriksen, president of Vancouver’s 
Downtown Eastside Residents’ Association, said con¬ 
trols are essential. 

“People don’t ask for controls unless there’s a 
problem,” he said. “If the market was working cor¬ 
rectly, why the hell are tenants screaming for con-; 
trols?" 

B.C. Rentalsman Jim Patterson said controls do 
cause problems, but that rents would shoot up by 25 per 
cent if controls were lifted. 

B.C. rents on low-priced apartments now are' 
limited to annual increases of 10 per cent, but only on- 
units let before Jan. 1,1974.

Comrade jailed year 
for Great Wall chip 


PEKING (AP) — A rural Communist party 
secretary has been sentenced to one year In jail for 
stealing bricks from China’s Great Wall, the Peking 
Daily reported Friday. 

The newspaper, the official organ of the Chinese 
Communist party, recently announced people were 
taking bricks from the 2,000-year-old wall to build 
houses and “even pig sties.” It said about 54 
kilometres of the wall running through the Peking 
area have been badly damaged by people incorrect¬ 
ly interpreting such official slogans as “use the past 
to serve the present.” 

Peking authorities held an emergency meeting 
last month to stop the “unhealthy tendency” and 
their measures, including the one-year sentence, 
arc taking effect, the paper said. 

“Many commune members have taken stone 
slabs and bricks tom from the wall back to their 
original locations,” it reported. 

The imprisoned culprit was identified as Wang 
Fukuan, a party secretary of a rural production 
brigade. The Peking Daily said he was convicted of 
having a dozen workers remove 700 bricks from the 
wall and steal 600 young trees from a state forest. 

Sentenced with Wang was Fang Yuyang, who 
was convicted of stealing 121 trees, the paper 
reported. 

It said fang was repentant so he was only 
sentenced lo'six months in jail but he also was 
ordered to plant 363 trees. 


Giant coal conveyor urged

Jack Davis (SC—North 
Vancouver-Seymour) 
wants the government to 
consider moving coal from 
northeastern B.C. to rail¬ 
head by conveyor belt rath¬ 
er than by building a new 
railway. 

Davis, an engineer, said 
Friday that the Anzac spur 
now being considered as 
the best method to move 
coal from the Sukunka 
fields to the B.C. Railway 
mainline north of Prince 
George would be costly and 
difficult to build. 

Cost of the 115-kilometre 
spur has been estimated at 
between $215 and $300 mil¬ 
lion. 


More sensible than rail in northeast—Davis 


Davis provided no cost 
figures for his conveyor 
belt proposal but said it 
would be “good economics, 
especially in the short 
run." 

He estimated that the co¬ 
vered, concave belt would 
be capable of carrying 20 
million tonnes of coal a 
year and could be speeded 
up to carry additional ton¬ 
nage. 

Last week the Canadian 
National Railway backed 
away from building the 
Anzac spur, leaving the 
field to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, which has decid¬ 


ed to underwrite the cost of 
construction. 

“The latest engineering 
estimates suggest that a 
big belt system could be 
constructed to carry north¬ 
east coal,” Davis said, 
“either to B.C. Rail over 
the Anzac route or directly 
to CNR over the Monkman 
Pass route for half the 
capital cost of a modem 
wide-gauge railway. 

“Operating costs would 
be less, much less. They 
would be one-half to two- 
thirds of that of diesel loco¬ 
motives pulling 50 or more 
hopper cars.” 


Davis said conveyor 
belts for bulk ore transpor¬ 
tation were not new. 

He said big belts were 
used to move coal in the 
United States as far back 
as the 1950s and are still 
used in the Soviet Union 
and the Middle East to 
move vast tonnages of salt. 

Davis said the construc¬ 
tion of a conveyor belt sys¬ 
tem over the mountains be- 
tweeirthe coal fields and 
the main railway lines 
would be much simpler 
than the construction of a 
railway. 

One of the biggest cost 


factors on the Anzac line 
will be in the construction 
of a series of tunnels, one of 
them 14 kilometres long, 
through the mountains. 

Under the Davis proposal 
the conveyor belts would be 
in 12-kilometre lengths. 

“They would move on 
rollers and be driven by big 
electric motors en route,” 
Davis said. “They would be 
dish-shaped to avoid losing 
any coal and they would be 
covered. Compared to a 
rail line they would be easy 
to install. They would con¬ 
sist of roller racks laid on 


pedestals at 33-metre inter¬ 
vals. 

"The government, along 
with the coal mining com¬ 
panies and the railways, 
should take the big belts 
seriously. They may well 
be the answer to the costly 
problem we now face of 
getting northeast coal 
across the Rockies and 
down to our existing rail 
lines in north-central B.C." 

Industry Minister Don¬ 
ald Phillips said conveyor 
belts would undoubtedly be 
used in the coal fields but

Guerrillas 
murder 10 

SAN SALVADOR, El Sal¬ 
vador (UPI) — Leftist 
guerrillas killed 10 people 
in two separate raids while 
a third group stormed a 
radio station and tied up 
the employees and a UPI 
correspondent so they 
could broadcast a message 
calling for a general 
strike. 


The confrontation came 
just four days before the 
30th anniversary of the be¬ 
ginning of the 1950-53 Ko¬ 
rean war. 

The armed North Korean 
spy boat went down about 
10 miles off the coast of 
Sosan, 65 miles southwest 
of Seoul, the announcement 
said. 

“While the operation was 
under way, North Korea, to 
provide cover for the 
escaping agent boat, sent 
12 MiG-21 jet fighters and 
five warships into our air¬ 
space and waters, creating 
a situation in which a war 
could be touched off at any 
moment,” the announce¬ 
ment said. 

“Appropriate actions by 
our air force forced the 
North Korean aircraft and 
vessels to flee, thereby de¬ 
terring a possible outbreak 
of war,” it said. 

The North Korean ship 
was first spotted Friday 
while approaching the 
coast near Sosan. A guard- 
post challenged the vessel 
to hall, but it did not re¬ 
spond and two warning 
shots were fired, the min¬ 
istry said. 

The North Korean boat 
countered with a volley of 
gunfire and fled westward 
at a speed of 30 knots, it 
said.

EDMONTON (CP) — Transport Minister Jean-Luc 
Pepin said Friday the federal government has re¬ 
ceived no official word from British Columbia that the 
province intends to withdraw its participation in the 
Prince Rupert coal port development. 

A B.C government official said this week the prov¬ 
ince would not provide the $4 million it committed to en¬ 
sure grain facilities planned for the Ridley Island site 
would be large enough to handle B.C. 

The money was the B.C. share of a $12.5-million 
package negotiated with Alberta and the federal govern¬ 
ment for development of Prince Rupert as a grain site. 

PEPIN TOLD A NEWS conference he would "regret" 
any decision by B.C. to withdraw from the development. 

If the province did withdraw, the federal government 
would have to pay B.C.’s share, he said. 

However, the minister hinted that funds promised 
by the federal government to develop coalfields in 
northeastern B.C. could be a lever in negotiations with 
the province. 

"I don’t intend to bring British Columbia to court. 
So we will adjust, and the fact that British Columbia 
doesn’t seem to need the $70 million that we’ve com¬ 
mitted to the coal project will make adjustment ea¬ 
sier.” 

PEPIN TOLD REPORTERS after addressing the 
national convention of the Canadian Trucking Association 
that the Prince Rupert port was going ahead despite 
financing delays. 

“Don’t imply in any way that the project is not in 
great shape from a federal government point of view. 

“Prince Rupert is one of the most important pro¬ 
jects in western Canada now because it's the second 
road for grain the future. 

“Consequently, all the growth factors in the grain 
industry are channelled through Prince Rupert. This is 
the exit of the future. 

"Then if coal comes in on top of the grain movement, 
the combination of coal and grain makes Prince Rupert 
one of the great ports of Canada.” 


F-18: Concern 
but confidence 

OTTAWA (CP) — Gen. Ramsey Withers says he’s 
concerned with development problems of the F-18 
fighter plane but is confident it will be “an extreme¬ 
ly effective aircraft.” 

Withers, the new chief of 
defence staff, said In an 
interview Friday that “It is 
only reasonable that one 
would be concerned” with 
reports of development dif¬ 
ficulties. A U.S. congress¬ 
man recently declared the 
McDonnell Douglas plane 
is “literally falling apart.” 

“I'm no more concerned 
about this than I would 
have been with any other of 
the possible choices we 
might have made,” said 
Withers. 

Other fighter planes also 
had problems in the de¬ 
velopment stage, he said. 

The aircraft is reported 
to leak fuel from the fuse¬ 
lage and to have an unac¬ 
ceptable roll rate. 

Asked about the impact 
of rising costs on the num¬ 
ber of planes Canada would 
be able to buy, Withers said 
We expected tne armed 
forces would get a suffi¬ 
cient number because of 
contract terms. 

Withers said he felt 
“some of the things being 
said about the events in the 
flight test program are 
somewhat excessive.” 
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Ottawa must change attitude first, says minister 


A change in altitude on the part of 
the federal government, rather than 
constitutional talks, is the key to 
holding Canada together. Education 
Minister Brian Smith said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Speaking at a Victoria Rotary lun¬ 
cheon, Smith, a lecturer in constitu¬ 


tional history at the University of 
Victoria law school, said: 

“No amount of constitutional talks 
will help hold the country together 
unless there is a change of atti¬ 
tude on the part of Ottawa toward the 
far-flung regions of the country. 


"It doesn't take constitutional 
talks for the federal government to 
understand that there is a housing 
shortage in B.C. There is no housing 
shortage in Toronto or in Montreal so 
(as far as Ottawa is concerned) 
there is no housing shortage in Can¬ 
ada.”

We want our children to 
learn and grow in class¬ 
rooms free of stress, clam¬ 
or and conflict. Childhood 
is a fleeting experience 


that is worthy of our best 
efforts to enrich. We need 
and want another teach- 


The trustees replied that 
the parents were welcome 
to return to the September 


board meeting after enrol¬ 
ment in the school is 
known.

SIMILARLY, constitutional talks 
will not substitute for genuine under¬ 
standing of the West by federal offi¬ 
cials, who to this point have been 
content with brief forays outside of 
Ottawa.

“extremely able and attractive men 
at the helm of government." 

While most people assume that 
Quebec Liberal leader Claude Ryan 
will win the next provincial election, 
Ryan is a poor “media projector” and 
has little support among the young 
people, technical and intellectual 
leaders, and university staff. Smith 
said. 

Even if Ryan became premier, the 
currents of Quebec nationalism will 
remain strong, Smith believes. v 

Constitutional talks scheduled for 
the next few months.will have some 
success as long as the goals for 
the talks are not “unrealistic," and as 
long as “constitutional issues don't 
cloud the real issues: energy, tax 
dollars, and natural resources.” 


“WHAT WE have tried to stress is 
that the existence of strong provinces 
does not mean a weak country. A 
federal government which only has 
its eyes set on Central Canada will 
alienate other parts and will produce 
more widely felt and respectable 
forms of separatism.” 

By suggesting an export tax on 
western resources, without similar 
taxes on central Canadian energy 
exports, and by insisting on a short 
term $70 million loan for B.C. coal 
development, while offering a lib¬ 
eral $50 million loan for a similar 
development in Nova Scotia, Ottawa 
is jeopardizing the positive relation¬ 
ship that B.C. seeks, Smith said. 

“Constitutional difficulties could 
be resolved by partners of good will. 
But when those other items remain 
unresolved, where the climate is bad. 
it does not augur well for the set¬ 
tlement” of constitutional issues such 
as language and individual rights. 
Smith said.

He said the problem 
began four years ago when 
a particular group entered 
Arden school and has in¬ 
creased as the children 
have grown "older and 
bolder."

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Comox Valley chamber features new blood

COURTENAY — A new slate of officers has been 
elected for Courtenay-Comox Chamber of Commerce 
and two long-time members of the executive have been 
ousted. 

Jim Barclay presented a slate of proposed direc¬ 
tors, which did not include the names of the secretary 
and treasurer, each of whom had indicated she would 
stand for re-election. 

Both names were later nominated from the floor 
but defeated in a vote. 

Ruth McKellar has been secretary for some 15 
years and Colleen Ireland treasurer for about 10 
years. 

Those elected to the directorate included no 
women and none with any chamber experience. 

Elected to the directorate were Art Meyers, Stan 
Hagen, George Smith, Alan Mumahan, Jim Barclay, 
Peter Gibson, John Ross, Peter Hanson, all new to 
the chamber movement, and Cec Takahashi, Joe 


Wuest and Skip Blain, who have had past association 
with the local chamber. 

Cliff I-aver, local businessman and past presi¬ 
dent of the B.C. Chamber of Commerce, was guest 
speaker at the meeting. 

Laver spoke briefly on the economic situation in 
Canada and then turned to the local chamber, which 
he said actually began as a board of trade in 1910. 

In a copy of the Argus, a local newspaper now out 
of circulation, he read that the board of trade had 60 
members out of about 800 people. 

Priorities attained for the year were dredging the 
Courtenay River, the road to Kye Bay, incorporation 
of Courtenay as a city, public ownership of utilities 
and hard-topping of the Island Highway. 

Future plans called for completion of the Cumber- 
land-Albemi Road, still a priority, the Sayward Road 
and making Forbidden Plateau a national park. 

A courthouse for Courtenay was also in the plans, 
with the facility located for many years in Cumber¬ 
land. 


Development of coal was another matter for the fu¬ 
ture and Laver said that “we have now come full 
circle and back to developing coal.” 

Laver said he liked to think of the chamber of 
commerce as four concentric circles, with the local 
chamber on the inside acting as the unifying force in 
the community. 

The Associated Chambers of Commerce of Van¬ 
couver Island, with some 30 chambers as members in¬ 
cluding Powell River, acted as a middleman. 

He said the B.C. chamber had the “ear of the 
provincial government while the Canadian chamber 
was the collective voice to the federal government and 
the cabinet.” 

“However,” he said, “everything starts right 
here.” 

Laver concluded that the chamber is the voice of 
business and exhorted members to stand up and 
be counted, the theme of the recent B.C. chamber 
annual meeting. 


He later installed the new directors in a brief infor¬ 
mal ceremony. 

Also speaking to the guests was George Tillot- 
son, a director of the B.C. Chamber of Commerce 
and vice-president of the Vancouver Island Pub¬ 
licity Bureau, who is the Comox council representa¬ 
tive to the chamber.

Cowichan cows take ill 

Region seeking 
quick action 
on mystery spill

DUNCAN — Cowichan 
Valley Region Board is 
concerned about a mysteri¬ 
ous chemical spill which 
may have affected cattle in 
the Deerholme area. 

The board announced 
Friday afternoon it has 
called on Environment 
Minister Stephen Rogers to 


take immediate action and 
ascertain what caused sev¬ 
eral cows to take ill at a 
local farm. 

The cattle were drinking 
water from a creek which 
may have been contamin¬ 
ated with a chemical from 
a tank car on the CNR line 
at Deerholme. 

The chemical suspected 
is pentachloraphenol 
(PCP). 


It is used as a wood pre¬ 
servative in the lumber in¬ 
dustry. 

However, blood samples 
taken from the cows 
showed only a high concen¬ 
tration of lead. 

The cattle have recover¬ 
ed since, having been 
stopped from drinking 
water from the creek, it 
was learned Friday. 

What's more, before the 
cows took severely ill and 
were still producing milk, 
this milk was fed to pigs 
and they did not become 
ill. 

At the same time Ken 
Broadland, the Cowichan 
district conservation offi¬ 
cer with the provincial en¬ 
vironment ministry, said 
on Friday that he was also 
concerned. 

He recently took samples 
from the creek, which 
empties into a large 
swamp, and sent them to 
the provincial laboratory in 
Vancouver. 

That’s where the matter 
becomes confusing. 

According to Broadland, 
he got a letter back which 
said there was no presence 
of PCP in the samples of 
the creek's water. 

However, in the same 
breath the laboratory stat¬ 
ed that “there possibly 
could have been .0025 parts 
per million" of PCP in the 
water. 

According to Broadland, 
the environment ministry's 
safe level for PCP concen¬ 
tration is .001 ppm. 

In its message to Rogers, 
the region noted that the 
ministry took samples 
around May 14. 

However, no answer was 
forthcoming as late as June 
5. 

That’s when the regional 
board staff contacted the 
lab in Vancouver and the 
lab reported that the PCP 
content was “0.25 ppm” 25 
metres from the tank car, 
0.001 in the swamp. 

In addition, Broadland 
had noted that samples 
taken from the tank car 
itself had produced a read¬ 
ing of 150 ppm. 

This was a “very high” 
concentration, he noted. 

The farm belongs to Ken 
Williams but neither he nor 
Mrs. Williams has become 
ill or has suffered any other 
effects so far. 

They’re continuing to 
keep the cows corralled 
and are using well water, in 
the meantime, on the ad¬ 
vice of the veterinaiian, 
Dr. Al Longair of Duncan. 

Meanwhile, the board in 
its double-registered letter 
to Rogers demands that im¬ 
mediate steps be taken to 
contain the spill, clean it up 
and “dispose of the re¬ 
maining PCP from the tank 
car.” 

Broadland added he has 
asked the waste manage¬ 
ment branch to come up 
and conduct further tests 
"to shed more light on this 
subject." 

“Something happened 
there but at this stage, no 
one knows what hap¬ 
pened."

Cobble Hill looks at plan today 


DUNCAN — Cobble Hill’s draft 
settlement plan will receive its 
first public viewing at an “infor¬ 
mal open house" today between 
10:30 a m. and 4:30 p.m. at Cobble 
Hill Community Hall. 

This meeting, the first of three, 
will be followed by a public meet¬ 
ing Thursday at 8 a m , also at 
Cobble Hill Community Hall, and 
a public hearing at a later date. 

Copies of the draft settlement 
plan and large-scale plan maps 
will be on display. As the meeting 
is an informal one, residents 
may attend at any time of the 
day. 

The plan, defined as a state¬ 
ment of goals, objectives and 
policies to guide future develop¬ 
ment and land use in the area, 
has been under consideration 
by the Cowichan Valley Regional 
District since 1976. At that time 
the CVRD distributed a commu¬ 
nity questionnaire. 


The intent of the plan is to 
provide direction as to how the 
regional district arid local resi¬ 
dents envisage the area develop¬ 
ing over the next five to 20 
years. 

The plan deals specifically 
with the use and management of 
land and water surfaces and will 
form the basis of any revision to 
zoning and subdivision bylaws. 

The CVRD has estimated that 
by the year 2001, the population 
of the area will be 5,700, which 
would represent a substantial 
residential growth in the pre- 
dominantly-rural area. 

“In order that this growth is 
accommodated in a manner 
which protects the area’s valu¬ 
able resources and makes provi¬ 
sion of services affordable, it is 
essential to develop an over all 
residential development plan," 
the draft report states. 

The plan recommends the 


gradual infilling of development 
in the central corridor between 
Cobble Hill village and Tele¬ 
graph Road. Lot sizes in this area 
would be in the half-acre range. 

Provision will be made for 
community water and neighbor¬ 
hood parks. 

Lots ranging up to one acre 
would be the standard size on the 
periphery of the area, acting as a 
buffer zone between the residen¬ 
tial community and the rural 
community. 

Further creation of isolated 
subdivisions, such as Satellite 
Park and Douglas Hill, would be 
discouraged. 

The plan recognizes the value 
of the agricultural land within 
Area C (Cobble Hill) and at¬ 
tempts to preserve and protect 
land with enduring value for 
agriculture. 

Cobble Hill village would be the 
prime focal point for future com¬ 
mercial growth. 


However, the plan does recog¬ 
nize Fisher Road and the Trans- , 
Canada Highway as a secondary 
focus for commercial activity. 

Infilling of existing commer¬ 
cial areas would be encouraged 
before new areas were opened 
up. 

Light industrial activity would 
be encouraged in the settlement 
area because of the proximity of 
the railroad line. 

The plan predicts that future 
industrial activity would be tied 
to agricultural needs. 

The plan states aquifers cast of 
the Trans-Canada Highway may 
provide enough bulk water to ser¬ 
vice the area and recommends 
the eventual establishment of a 
bulk water system for the south 
end of the regional district. 

For the interim, it recom¬ 
mends a more rational organiza¬ 
tion of community water sys¬ 
tems.

Gilder's round included 
five birdies and two 
bogeys, the latter coming 
on the par-four, 391-yard 
eighth hole and the par- 
four, 429-yard 11th. But he 
said he was pleased with., 
his irons. 

"I feel a lot more confi¬ 
dent this year about my 
game. I can just about 
move the ball around the 
way I want." 

He said he drove "100 per 
cent better than yester¬ 
day.” 

“I hit the ball solidly. I 
had a talk with my driver 
last night. I just had an off 
day yesterday. I’ve played 
six of the last seven weeks, 
and it was just an off day."

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Parents getting tuned in

WABAN, Mass. — “Ultimately, you 
have to come to the realization that you 
are responsible for what your children see 
and hear and watch and read," Diana Green 
explained amid the clatter of the basement 
offices where the Parents Choice Foundation 
publishes Parents Choice, a bimonthly guide 
to children’s media. 

The purpose of the foundation and its 
publication is to provide parents with a 
central source of information about the 
movies, television programs, books, games 
and records to which their children are 
likely to be exposed. 

The distinction between the impo¬ 
verished foundation and its equally impo¬ 
verished tabloid publication is somewhat 
murky here in the basement beneath Mrs. 
Green’s house in a leafy suburb of Boston, 
where a staff of about a dozen unpaid 
volunteers produce the guide. 

BUT THERE IS nothing indistinct about 
the praises the one-year-old magazine is 
earning from parents, educators and librar¬ 
ians across the country, who sec its critical 
appraisals as a long-needed source of in¬ 
formation for concerned parents. 

“Excellent" and "very well done” said 
Dr. Walter Graves, the editor of Today's 
Education, the journal of the National Edu¬ 
cation Association, in a congratulatory let¬ 
ter. The magazine "fulfills the editorial 
purpose of helping the parent make wise 
choices for the children," concluded the 
Library Journal, adding that it “should be 
prominently displayed in many libraries." 

A TYPICAL ISSUE contains short, two 
or three paragraph reviews of movies, 
books, records and television programs and 
one or two larger "think pieces” like the one 
recently that explained rock-and-roll to par¬ 
ents and another that outlined the usefulness 
of old television reruns in teaching social 
history. 


"That one was conceived when a friend 
mentioned that her daughter dated every¬ 
thing as either pre- or post-Perry Mason," 
Mrs. Green explained. "She could tell the 
cars were different, the attitudes towards 
women were different, a lot of things like 
that.” 

ONE RECENT ISSUE contained cap¬ 
sule reviews of the classic children’s books, 
like The House at Pooh Corner, an analy¬ 
sis of how television depicts school life, and a 
review of movies that concluded that Satur¬ 
day Night Fever, despite its shortcomings, 
“is a wise, humorous look at the world 
awaiting our children.” 

“It is violent," the review continued, “it 
does deal with drugs and sex, and its refusal 
to glamorize these issues makes it shocking 
—but it is that lack of glamor that gives it 
its moral point.” 

The magazine was begun in 1979 after a 
year of preparation spent on organiza¬ 
tional work that included enlisting a distin¬ 
guished advisory board includingDr. Robert 
Coles, the research psychiatrist, Muriel 
Humphrey, the former Minnesota senator 
and widow of Hubert H. Humphrey, and Julie 
Harris, the actress. And it made an immedi¬ 
ate splash with articles by Pulitzer Prize and 
National Book Award winning authors as 
well as illustrations by top artists. 

MRS. GREEN SAID that while there are 
numerous reviews of. children’s books avail¬ 
able, hers is the only one that provides 
reviews of all media affecting children. 
“People are just too busy today to go through 
half a dozen periodicals and review things 
for themselves and they need something like 
this they can turn to,” she said. 

The idea for the magazine came to Mrs. 
Green, a part-time instructor in' children’s 
literature at Radcliffe College and a number 
of other Boston area schools, when she was 
besieged by students seeking advice. 

“A lot of the students were parents 
themselves and while we had a lot of 


good resources for books, there was just no 
one place to find out about everything 
else,” she recalled. “It seemed a crying need 
to me, and everyone I took the idea to said it 
was terrific, so we did it." 

SO FAR THE MAGAZINE has a sub 
scriber list of about 4,000 names—kept on 
index cards in a shoebox—and mails copies 
throughout the country and overseas for $10 
a year. City-by-city promotions like the one 
that gave away 35,000 copies to libraries and 
schools in Boston and thousands more in 
Toronto, are slowly building that circu¬ 
lation. 

“There's this funny little groundswell 
that happens when we do a city,” Mrs. 
Green said. “We start getting a dozen or two 
subscriptions and then after a while they 
start coming in from surrounding areas as 
well." 

SUPPORTED BY AN estimated $83,000 
a year in unpaid labor, the magazine has run 
through $69,000 in actual cash expenditures 
since the planning stage was begun in 1978. 
Most of that money has come from small 
foundation and corporate grants, often $500 
at a time. 

Unlike a lot of publications and groups 
concerned about the effects of television on 
children, Parents Choice stays resolutely 
positive, avoids lengthy anti-television ha¬ 
rangues and tries to point out what is good 
rather than what is bad. 

“There is gold, there is glitter and there 
is trash,” explained Mrs. Green. "There is so 
much good out there and it is very tire¬ 
some to hear nothing but angry criticism." 

"Even if a television program or a movie 
is bad, it can be a useful point for exploring 
with your children why it is bad and the 
attitudes and issues that it raises,” she 
added. “And besides, the reality is, they 
will watch the stuff anyway.”

T OUGHEST job in the system. 

That’s the description teachers 
are most likely to give when you ask them 
what it’s like to be a substitute teacher. 

On the plus side, the hours tend to 
be shorter than those of a full-time 
teacher. And a sub can count on getting 
plenty of variety as well as being master 
of his or her own time. 

The bad news is that the hours are 
often too short and unpredictable for 
anyone who hopes to make a living 
from substitute teaching. The wages are 
even shorter. Subs make one-third to 
one-half of what a regular teacher makes, 
even though they do basically the same 
work. And the job security is dismal. 
Hired by the day, subs have no guaran¬ 
teed jobs and get no fringe benefits such 
as medical coverage or paid holidays or 
sick leave which most of us take for 
granted. 

Paul Rothe, a substitute for more 
than four years who just recently got a 
full-time teaching position, says his pay- 
cheque jumped by nearly three times 
when he went from a full-time substitute 
to a full-time teacher. He does have some 
additional responsibilities, but not three 
times as much work, he notes. 

T HE summer holidays which en¬ 
able regular teachers to recoup from 
the school year are not an option for 

subs. 

“Few subs get a chance to recharge. 
I’m not getting any holiday this year and 
haven’t had any for the last three years," 
says substitute Jack Greenwell. 

Substitutes also don’t get paid for 
in-service training, which they take at 
their own expense, if they take it. 

"Everything we’ve got we’ve had 
to fight for," Rothe says. The latest 
and most successful battles, one of which 
went to the B.C. Supreme Court, permit 
local teachers’ associations to do salary 
bargaining on behalf of substitute teach¬ 
ers, and allow subs to become voluntary 
members of the B.C. Teachers’ Federa¬ 
tion. 

Getting work is the first battle for 
a would-be substitute. The telephone is 
the primary link and some subs, like 
Rothe, have purchased telephone an¬ 
swering machines to cover for them, 
particularly on weekends. 

About half the substitute teachers 
working on any given day have been 
contacted by individual teachers or 
schools. These may have a preferred 
list of substitutes who are familiar with 
the school, staff and students, and who 
have done good work in the past. 

In other cases, the school phones a 
telephone exchange which works down 
the list until it fills a position with a 
substitute who is willing and able to do 
the job. 

I N either case, it helps to sell your¬ 
self. Rothe says he visited almost 
every school in the Greater Victoria, 
Saanich and Sooke school districts in 
the first year he worked as a substi¬ 
tute, introducing himself to the staff 
and talking with the principal. 

Maxine Boag, chairman of the 
Greater Victoria Substitute Teachers’ 
Association, has her own business card 
which she leaves with schools and individ¬ 
ual teachers, sometimes dropping by a 
school at recess to talk with teachers and 
leave her card with them. 

Ideally, subs arc phoned two or three 
days ahead of time, but sometimes the 
teachers’ exchange may phone the same 
morning the job must be done if a regular 
teacher has phoned In sick. 

Most regular classroom teachers, 
many of whom were once substitutes 
themselves, are sympathetic to the prob¬ 
lems faced by subs and make an effort to 
give the subs as much'preparation and 
help as possible. 

“They realize that we’re perform¬ 
ing an essential service,” Boag says. 

B UT preparation is not possible when a 
regular teacher suddenly phones in 
sick, and the worst situation is where one 
sub takfc.s over from another. 

"Then nobody knows who has been 
where,” Boag says. 

Primarily a substitute for elemen¬ 


tary teachers, Boag may have to pre¬ 
pare to teach five or six subjects on short 
notice, and she carries a "survival kit” 
with her. 

It contains a whistle, puzzles, pic¬ 
tures to color, a calculator, a first-aid 
kit, masking tape, chalk, a story book, 
a clipboard with magazines, a reward 
for being a good class, and a happy 
face stamp, among other things. 

Such preparations avoid embarrass¬ 
ments like being unable to find the 
chalk, which the regular teacher hides 
to keep out of reach of pupils. 

Expectations from both teachers and 
students can vary widely, subs note. 

“Some say as long as you can keep 
the thing in one piece it’s okay," Rothe 
says. 

“Most of us try to teach, but some 
substitutes may be more successful than 
others.” 

The students faced by a substitute 
are not always the same ones faced by 
a regular classroom teacher. 

"We can’t walk in cold and do the 
same thing the regular teacher has been 
doing,” Boag says, although an experi¬ 
enced substitute can adopt the teaching 
techniques of the teacher he or she is 
replacing. 

T HAT means a good substitute has 
to be ready to face students who 
think a substitute means a holiday from 
normal school procedure, or kids who 
welcome a new face and voice and 
are ready to give the sub a fair chance. 

“Flexibility or perish, that’s our 
motto," Rothe says. 

“Stepping into a different school, 
you have to lay down ground rules or it 
can lead to considerable confusion." 

It means finding out if things like 
chewing gum are allowed, and generally 
working out rules of behavior based on 
what the students have been accustomed 
to. 

It also means finding out names as 
quickly as possible, although swapping 
names and seats is one of the games 
students sometimes play to test the sub. 

Rothe usually gets the last word on 
that one. 

“In one case they couldn’t get their 
right names out of me for a year.” 

Why does a person do the toughest 
job in the system for substandard pay 
(96 per cent of the members of the 
Greater Victoria Substitute Teachers’ 
Association are fully qualified and cer¬ 
tificated teachers) and unpredictable 
hours? 

F OR many subs, it’s the only way to 
get a teaching job. Like Rothe, they 
want to teach, and if it means being a 
substitute for a few years, they are willing 
to pay the price. Locally, the price is high, 
because static or declining enrolments 
mean no new jobs open up. In some other 
regions of the province, Rothe says, subs 
are put on the regular pay scale the first 
day they teach, but in the major urban 
areas, where jobs are in demand and 
good substitutes are plentiful, the con¬ 
ditions are not as bright. 

Others, whose financial needs do 
not dictate a full-time position, prefer 
to substitute. They like the variety, of 
schools and students, and the freedom 
in planning their time. Also, weekends 
are free of marking papers and pre¬ 
paring lessons. 

“When the day is over, even though 
you may be emotionally trashed, you at 
least can leave it behind when you leave 
school,” Rothe says. 

M OST of the time subs are put into 
classrooms for which they are quali¬ 
fied, but that isn’t always the case, Rothe 
says. 

Rothe has taught, among other 
things, home economics, art, and even 
band in his travels. 

“It can be a refreshing experience 
to get into something completely dif¬ 
ferent. You can usually hang on for a 
period or two, and it helps you under¬ 
stand what the regular teacher has to 
have to teach the subject full time."

The B.C. Court of Appeal ruled 
Friday in a written judgment deliver¬ 
ed by Mr. Justice M.M. McFarlan 
(hat the province does have the power 
to enact such legislation.

McClelland remains convinced 
that compulsory heroin treatment is 
necessary even though treatment at 
Brannen Lake has been voluntary 
since Chief Justice Allan McEachern 
ruled last October that the province 
was overstepping the mark. 


McEachern’s ruling, successfully 
appealed by the Socred government, 
contended the B.C. legislation was, in 
effect, the same as the Federal Nar¬ 
cotics Control Act and the prov¬ 
ince had overstepped its bounds in 
passing the Heroin Treatment Act in 
1978. 

The B.C. legislation enables au¬ 
thorities to order known addicts to 
take treatment even before court 
appearance and McEachern felt this 
had the effect of creating a new 
crime — that of drug dependency — 
and such laws could only be enacted 
by the Canadian Parliament. 


McClelland said if it became 
necessary to change the criminal 
code to accommodate most of the 
needs of heroin addicts, the govefr 
ment was anxious to see this happm. 


In his decision overturning McEa¬ 
chern’s ruling, McFarland said the 
B.C. act was not intended to punish 
narcotic users but to provide them 
with treatment. He said that judgfs 
throughout the province were aware 
of the great amount of human suffic¬ 
ing and degradation directly caused 
by heroin use.

We’d wreck 
pipeline, 
say Indians 


CALGARY (CP) —Frus 
trated Indians in northern 
British Columbia will 
“blow up" the proposed 
Alaska Highway natural 
gas pipeline unless the fed¬ 
eral government meets 
their demands for compen¬ 
sation, George Manuel, 
president of the Union of 
British Columbia Indian 
Chiefs, said Thursday. 

“It’s death to my people 
if the pipeline goes through 
and they don't meet the 
demands of the Indian peo¬ 
ple,” said Manuel. 

He told a news confer¬ 
ence the federal govern¬ 
ment has constantly reject¬ 
ed Indians' demands for 
monetary and other con¬ 
cessions to limit the impact 
of the proposed pipeline on 
the Indians' traditional 
way of life. And unless the 
government changes its 
ways, Indians will resort to 
violence. 

“I think we have used 
every peaceful avenue and 
none of the avenues have 
worked," Manuel said. He 
claimed to have the support 
of B.C. Indians in threaten¬ 
ing to blow up the pipeline 


— particularly the younger 
Indians who are frustrated 
by the government’s ef¬ 
forts to build the line with¬ 
out regard to the Indians' 
welfare. 

Manuel said he supports 
the recommendations of 
the recently-released Mair 
report on the pipeline’s im¬ 
pact on communities along 
the 7,680-kilometre right- 
of-way in northeastern 
B.C. But judging by its past 
actions, he said, the federal 
government will ignore the 
Mair report. 

Commissioned by the 
Northern Pipeline Agendy, 
the report by W. Winston 
Mair recommends com¬ 
prehensive socio-economic 
and land studies of the pro¬ 
posed route and Indian in¬ 
volvement in compensa¬ 
tion plans. 

As well, it says additional 
land should be given to na¬ 
tive people and they should 
be compensated for loss of 
income due to the pipeline. 

Manuel said B.C. Indians 
struggled unsuccessfully 
for years to have the fed¬ 
eral government recognize, 
their concerns.

VANCOUVER (UPC) — The British 
Columbia Medical Association on Friday 
expressed concern with the current cam¬ 
paign by anti-abortion groups to gain 
control of some hospital boards in the 
province. 

“We are very cqncerned that the best 
interests of the public will not be met if 
a hospital is controlled by any group with 
a narrow interest,” said BCMA president 
Dr. Alex Mandeville. 

Mandeville said hospitals must "meet 
the needs of the communities they serve,” 
adding that control by a minority group 
could reduce the standard of health care 
at a hospital. 

Pro-lifers have been elected recently 
to hospital boards in several B.C. com¬ 
munities and “It’s a very disturbing 
trend,” he said. 


“Even if you’ve got one very strong 
pro-lifer and one person who feejs 
strongly about freedom of choice, you still 
stand the chance of dividing the board up 
into two factions on that basis,” he said 
Mandeville stressed he was concerned 
not just about pro-life groups, but about 
any minority group gaining control of" a 
hospital board.

VANCOUVER (CP) — House prices will continue 
to go up in B.C. for some time, says economist Richard 
McAlary of Canada Mortgage and Housing Corp. 


record lows In most areas of the province, says the 
CHMC, in part because population increases in the last 
year have been greater than expected.

McAlary said the latest CHMC figures for the 
province point to continued pressure for higher prices 
because of high demand and low supply. 


“The B.C. housing market is looking very good for 
the next three or four years, particularly from a 
building perspective,” he said.

But although apartment construction will pick up 
during the summer, B.C.’s low vacancy rate will not 
ease substantially for at least a year and a half. 


But Bruce Eriksen, president of Vancouver’s, 
Downtown Eastside Residents’’Association, said con-’ 
trols are essential. 


Housing starts in May numbered 19,700 on a 
seasonally-adjusted basis, down from 31.300 in April. If 
the federal housing agency's projections hold up, 
housing starts in 1980 are expected to be about 10,000 
short of demand. 


As the latest figures were released, the Association 
of Professional Economists of B.C. was debating 
whether rent controls help or hinder the acute shortage 
of rental housing. 


“People don’t ask for controls unless there's q u , ’ 1 
problem,” he said. “If the market was working cor- - 
rectly, why the hell are tenants screaming for con-’' 
trols?” 


B.C. Rentalsman Jim Patterson said controls do 
cause problems, but that rents would shoot up by 25 per,,

Comrade jailed year 
for Great Wall chip 


PEKING (AP) — A rural Communist party 
secretary has been sentenced to one year in jail for 
stealing bricks from China’s Great Wall, the Peking 
Daily reported Friday. 

The newspaper, the official organ of the Chinese 
Communist party, recently announced people were 
taking bricks from the 2,000-year-old wall to build 
houses and "even pig sties.” It said about 54 
kilometres of the wall running through the Peking 
area have been badly damaged by people incorrect¬ 
ly interpreting such official slogans as “use the past 
to serve the present.” 

Peking authorities held an emergency meeting 
last month to stop the “unhealthy tendency" and 
their measures, including the one-year sentence, 
arc taking effect, the paper said. 

“Many commune members have taken stone 
slabs and bricks torn from the wall back to their 
original locations,” it reported. 

The imprisoned culprit was identified as Wang 
Fukuan, a party secretary of a rural production 
brigade. The Peking Daily said he was convicted of 
having a doz.en workers remove 700 bricks from the 
wall and steal 600 young trees from a state forest. 

Sentenced with Wang was Fang Yuyang, who 
was convicted of stealing 121 trees, the paper 
reported. 

It said Fang was repentant so he was only 
sentenced to six months in jail but he also was 
ordered to plant 363 trees. 


Giant coal conveyor urged

Jack Davis (SC—North 
Vancouver-Seymour,) 
wants the government to 
consider moving coal from 
northeastern B.C. to rail¬ 
head by conveyor belt rath¬ 
er than by building a new 
railway. 

Davis, an engineer, said 
Friday that the Anzac spur 
now being considered as 
the best method to move 
coal from the Sukunka 
fields to the B.C. Railway 
mainline north of Prince 
George would be costly and 
difficult to build. 

Cost of the 115-kilometre 
spur has been estimated at 
between $215 and $300 mil¬ 
lion. 


More sensible than rail in northeast—Davis 


Davis provided no cost 
figures for his conveyor 
belt proposal but said It 
would be “good economics, 
especially In the short 
run.” 

He estimated that the co¬ 
vered, concave belt would 
be capable of carrying 20 
million tonnes of coal a 
year and could be speeded 
up to carry additional ton¬ 
nage. 

Last week the Canadian 
National Railway backed 
away from building the 
Anzac spur, leaving the 
field to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, which has decid¬ 


ed to underwrite the cost of 
construction. 

“The latest engineering 
estimates suggest that a 
big belt system could be 
constructed to carry north¬ 
east coal," Davis said, 
“either to B.C. Rail over 
the Anzac route or directly 
to CNR over the Monkman 
Pass route for half the 
capital cost of a modem 
wide-gauge railway. 

“Operating costs would 
be less, much less. They 
would be one-half to two- 
thirds of that of diesel loco¬ 
motives pulling 50 or more 
hopper cars.” 


Davis said conveyor 
belts for bulk ore transpor¬ 
tation were not new. 

He said big belts were 
used to move coal in the 
United States as far back 
as the 1950s and are still 
used in the Soviet Union 
and the Middle East to 
move vast tonnages of salt. 

Davis said the construc¬ 
tion of a conveyor belt sys¬ 
tem over the mountains be¬ 
tween the coal fields and 
the main railway lines 
would be much simpler 
than the construction of a 
railway. 

One of the biggest cost 


factors on the Anzac line 
will be in the construction 
of a series of tunnels, one of 
them 14 kilometres long, 
through the mountains. 

Under the Davis proposal 
the conveyor belts would be 
in 12-kilometre lengths. 

“They would move on 
rollers and be driven by big 
electric motors en route," 
Davis said. “They would be 
dish-shaped to avoid losing 
any coal and they would be 
covered. Compared to a 
rail line they would be easy 
to install. They would con¬ 
sist of roller racks laid on 


pedestals at 33-metre inter¬ 
vals. 


“The government, along 
with the coal mining com 
panics and the railways, 
should take the big belts 
seriously. They may well 
be the answer to the costly 
problem we now face of 
getting northeast coal 
across the Rockies and 
down to our existing rail 
lines in north-central B.C."

The jury deliberated al¬ 
most 214 hours Friday af¬ 
ternoon before finding 
McFadden guilty of first 
degree murder in the death 
of 31-year-old Marion Bar¬ 
bara MacKay. 

McFadden had nothing to 
say on his own behalf be¬ 
fore sentencing. 

The judge spent the 
morning reviewing crown 
and defence evidence for 
the jury and instructing it 
on points of law. 


The confrontation came 
just four days before the 
30th anniversary of the be¬ 
ginning of the 1950-53 Ko¬ 
rean war.

Feds to pay

EDMONTON (CP) — Transport Minister Jean-Luc 
Pepin said Friday the federal government has re¬ 
ceived no official word from British Columbia that Ihc 
province intends to withdraw its participation in the 
Prince Rupert coal port development. 

A B.C government official said this week the prov¬ 
ince would not provide the $1 million it committed to en¬ 
sure grain facilities planned for the Ridley Island site 
would be large enough to handle B.C. 

The money was the B.C. share of a $42.5-million 
package negotiated with Alberta and the federal govern¬ 
ment for development of Prince Rupert as a grain site.

However, the minister hinted that funds promised 
by the federal government to develop coalfields in 
northeastern B.C. could be a lever in negotiations with 
the province. 

“I don’t intend to bring British Columbia to court. 
So we will adjust, and the fact that British Columbia 
doesn't seem to need the $70 million that we’ve com¬ 
mitted to the coal project will make adjustment ea 
sier.” 


PEPIN TOLD REPORTERS after addressing the 
national convention of the Canadian Trucking Association 
that the Prince Rupert port was going ahead despite 
financing delays. 

"Don’t imply in any way that the project is not in 
great shape from a federal government point of view. 

“Prince Rupert is one of the most important pro¬ 
jects in western Canada now because it’s the second 
road for grain the future. 

"Consequently, all the growth factors in the grain 
industry are channelled through Prince Rupert. This is 
the exit of the future. 

"Then if coal comes in on lop of the grain movement, 
the combination of coal and grain makes Prince Rupert 
one of the great ports of Canada."

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Buyers, collectors, traders; 
the gaps and the overlaps

A. J. Robins of Delta 
says, ‘I have 1,000 copies 
of National Geographies 
from 1930 on, many with 
Coke ads on the back 
cover. What might they 
be worth; who might be 
interested?’ 


This is one of those 
questions which vividly 
illustrates the gulf 
which exists between 
buyers and sellers of col¬ 
lectibles. It is extremely 
unlikely that a library of 
this size would be of any 
interest to anyone other 
than a dealer. Collectors 
acquire their missing 
back numbers of Geo¬ 
graphies one at a time 
and part of the fun is 
rummaging around flea 
markets and garage 
sales for them. They will 
sometimes buy them 
from dealers but not 
with any great enthusi¬ 


asm. The dealer, there¬ 
fore, can afford to pay 
very little for them since 
he will certainly have to 
hold them on his shelf 
for a long time and only 
sell them singly. Much 
the same applies to col¬ 
lectors who buy them for 
the sake of the old Coke 
ads. They are only look¬ 
ing for specific ads they 
are missing and if they 
were buying a job lot 
they would only expect 
to pay job-lot prices. 


Somewhers in be¬ 
tween the dealers and 
collectors comes that 
most interesting cate¬ 
gory of all, the collec¬ 
tor-trader. These are the 
people who have the 
most fun. Most small 
collectors like to add 


items from time to time 
— Doulton figurines, 
salts and peppers, sou¬ 
venir spoons, etc., etc. 
They do not build big 
collections and they do 
not trade. The more seri¬ 
ous collectors are spe¬ 
cialists in their particu¬ 
lar area of interest, they 
read the literature, join 
the clubs, go to the 
shows, visit the mu¬ 
seums — and trade with 
othar collectors. For 
them (and only them) 
.buying and selling are 
critical areas of their 
hobby. They are the real 
experts; they know their 
product, they are acute¬ 
ly conscious of current 
prices and, knowing 
other collectors, they 
know who to contact if 
they pick up something 
of special interest. They 


not only read the liter¬ 
ature, they also write it 
— articles in collector 
magazines and special¬ 
ist’s books on particular 
collectibles are mostly 
researched and written 
by the collectors them¬ 
selves. 

Their experience is 
costly when measured in 
time spent, miles trav¬ 
elled and the mistakes 
they make during their 
early years as collec¬ 
tors. Their pay-off is in¬ 
volvement in a fascina¬ 
ting activity and finally, 
a self-financing hobby 
as their trading skills 
improve and their eye 
for a bargain becomes 
ever more sure. These 
are the people, not just 
dealers, who are first to 
arrive when the flea 
market opens. They can 
skim ’round in short 
order, instantly recog¬ 




nizing the underpriced 
pieces and acquiring 
them, either for their 
collection or for trading 
purposes. The rest of us 
get there an hour later. 

We need not envy 
them; their ranks are 
wide open to anyone who 
wants to take the same 
amount of trouble and 
the same risks. To them 
goes, not just some but 
all of the credit for the 
health of today’s collect¬ 
ing market. Without 
them, half the dealers 
would cease to exist and 
all those heirlooms 
which people write hope¬ 
fully to me about would 
be valueless. It is the 
dedicated collectors 
who create that market 
and boost those values. 

• . 3 ■ , 

Recently, I was writ¬ 
ing about Dave Richard¬ 
son of Perth who collects 


empty cigarette packs. 
If, twenty years from 
now, we read about him 
selling one of them for 
$10,000 we shall be envi¬ 
ous and kick ourselves 
for all the packs we 
threw away. That is how 
we shall view it then — 
but right now he seems 
to have set himself an 
absurd task from which 
no pay-off is possible. 

Exactly the same 
could have been said at 
one time of those who 
started collecting Coke 
trays, canning jars, in¬ 
sulators, and any one of 
dozens of other ‘worth¬ 
less’ items. In retro¬ 
spect we may think they 
were smart. They 
weren’t; they were just 
collectors motivated by 
enthusiasm for their 
subject, uncontaminat¬ 
ed by any dreams of 
future profit. That came 
later.

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Air conditioners and what 
sort of garage door to buy 



Q. We want to install a 
room air-conditioner in 
the window. We would 
like it to cool as much of 
the bouse as possible. Do 
you have any sugges¬ 
tions as to choice of air- 
conditioner and posi¬ 
tioning? 

A. First you must have 
a properly sized unit. 
Remember that a slight¬ 
ly undersized air-condi¬ 
tioning unit works better 
than one that is over 
sized. An over-sized unit 
will simply chill the air 
and not dehumidify it. 
Dehumidification is just 
as important as cooling 
since chilled air will not 
cool the home comfort¬ 
ably. Another prime 
consideration when in¬ 
stalling a room air-con¬ 
ditioner if you want to 
cool more than one room 
is the location. For ex¬ 
ample, if you wanted to 
cool the bedroom section 
of your home, don’t in¬ 
stall the room air-condi¬ 
tioner in a hallway and 


then direct the air to the 
bedrooms in one way or 
another. Room air-con¬ 
ditioners are usually 
noisy and if they are 
right above a bed they 
can cause problems in 
preventing you from 
sleeping. If the front of 
the room air-conditioner 
has directional draft de¬ 
flectors the air from the 
air-conditioner could be 
directed to the various 
areas of the floor that 
you want to cool. How¬ 
ever to get good air cir¬ 
culation throughout the 
entire house, it is neces¬ 
sary to install some as¬ 
sisting fans to move the 
air from one room to 
another. Remember 
that you can’t move the 
air into a room unless 
air is also coming out. So 
the use of window fans, 
exhausting air from the 
house is a good way to 
get the cool air into that 
room. Also you may 
want to run your furnace 
fan continually in order 


to circulate the air from 
one part of the house to 
the other. This often will 
enable you to cool an 
entire house if you have 
a large enough unit and 
a small house. Large 
fans simply set on the 
floor in hallways or at 
doorways can be used to 
deflect air into other 
areas of the home. I used 
to live in a home where 
we cooled the entire 
main floor of a two- 
storey house from a 
room air-conditioner 
permanently installed in 
a wall at the top of the 
stairs. A large twenty- 
inch fan on slow sped 
was enough to direct the 
cool air down the stair¬ 
well and to the main 
floor of the house. Then 
as evening came the fan 
was simply moved over 
to direct the cool air into 
the bedrooms. It was a 
bit of work, but never¬ 
theless it was well worth 
it on hot nights. Remem¬ 
ber that a room air-con¬ 


ditioner cannot do the 
cooling job that a cen¬ 
tral air-conditioner can 
do. But most people buy 
room air-conditioners 
because of economics. 
But room air-condi¬ 
tioners can do a good job 
of cooling your home if 
you are able to circulate 
the cold air properly. 

Q. We have Jnst built a 
garage and are at a loss 
as to what type of ga¬ 
rage door to install. 
Should we install a wood 
door or a metal door? 

A. That depend;. A 
wood door has more in¬ 
sulating qualitites than 
a metal door. However, 
if your garage isn’t insu¬ 
lated and isn’t heated 
then it doesn’t make that 
much difference. But a 
good quality wood door 
will last much longer 
than an economical 
metal door. Metal doors 
can be very easily bent 
out of square, which will 
cause difficulty in open¬ 
ing and closing. How¬ 


ever, if you want to insu¬ 
late your door further, a 
one-piece metal door is 
easier to insulate than a 
sectional wood door. A 
good amount of insula¬ 
tion can be attached to 
metal doors. Insulation 
such as rigid polysty-. 
rene can be attached 
with small bolts going 
right through the door 
and the insulation. Wood 
sectional doors have the 
advantage of adding 
class to your garage. 
This is especially impor¬ 
tant if your garage is 
attached to the house. A 
wood door can be paint¬ 
ed a number of different 
colors, usually the main 
color of your home and 
the color of the trim. 
Also decorations can be 
painted onto door panels 
to add to the attractive¬ 
ness of the door. Re¬ 
member that a metal 
door only has a prime 


coat ofpaint on it and it 
needs a proper metal 
paint. So if you buy a 
metal door from a build¬ 
ing supply dealer and 
find that it is slightly 
scratched, don't worry 
about it because that’s 
only the prime coat any 
way. If you are heating 
your garage a wood door 
has the advantage of not 
frosting up when it is 
cold outside and humidi 
ty is produced by the 
car. So when choosing a 
garage door make sure 
that you choose a good 
quality one. 

You also might want to 
consider a radio con 
trolled garage door 
opener. When It is really 
raining out or when 
there is a snow storm, 
there is nothing more 
convenient than simply 
pushing a button in your 
car to open or close your 
garage door.

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Panel walls yourself 
and save on labor

MONTREAL, May 15, 
1980 — “More and more 
families are putting up 
wall panelling them¬ 
selves,” says wall pan¬ 
elling expert, Bill Mac- 
Donaid of Hunter 
Douglas Canada Limit¬ 
ed. MacDonald travels 
throughout Europe, 
North and South Ameri¬ 
ca and the Carribean 
giving demonstrations 
on the subject of panell¬ 
ing. 

“Today’s plywood 
sheets are light, easy to 
cut and families are 
saving 50% of the labor 
costs by installing it 
themselves,” says Mac¬ 
Donald. “The 13-pound 
plywood sheet can be in¬ 
stalled even by house¬ 
wives with the help of a 
teenager and some sim¬ 
ple tricks that produce 
wonderful results.” 

“No special care is 
needed," says MacDon¬ 
ald, “for wall panelling 
is no longer made of ma¬ 
terial that will warp 
easily. Luxaply panels, 
for example, are made 
of Lauan plywood which 


resists humidity and 
temperature extremes 
that can expand and 
contrat the wood. This 
means that you can be 
sure the panel is straight 
when you begin to work; 
a straight panel and 
straight lines are the 
key to a professional 
looking job,” he added. 

A simple plumb-line, 
bought at any hardware 
store, can insure that 
your panels are evenly 
aligned. In addition, do- 
it-yourselfers will need 
a measuring tape, utility 
knife, a saw, and either 
colored nails, panel 
stables or adhesive. 

According to MacDon¬ 
ald, installing panelling 
is faster than putting up 
wall paper or painting. 
Even an inexperienced 
person can panel an 8- 
foot by 12-foot room in a 
morning and without a 
mess. 

Tricks to note 

Some of the tricks 
MacDonald finds help¬ 
ful involves molding. 
‘^Moldings hide errors,” 


he says, “while accent¬ 
ing the panles to great 
advantage. They also 
cover cuts and corners, 
windows, doors and, of 
course, should be used at 
the tops and bottoms of 
panels.” 

“Electrical boxes and 
switches,” he empha¬ 
sized, “should be moved 
forward from the wall 
i^-inch. To prepare the 
panel to be placed over 
these outlets, use carbon 
paper or calk the back of 
the panel — this will pro¬ 
duce an outline to cut 
around.” 

Cuts don’t have to be 
perfect; a utility knife 
will do for most cuts. 
You can also score the 
plywood with the knife 
and snap it back to pro¬ 
duce a clean cut. You 
will, however, need a 
saw for doors. It’s really 
not a messy job — no 
glue, no paint and not 
much saw dust. Luxaply 
wall panels are avail¬ 
able at dealers carrying 
Hunter Douglas building 
supplies. 




Southgate 

Street 

Southgate Street, in 
Fairfield, commemo¬ 
rates Joseph J. South- 
gate, politician, busi¬ 
ness man, real estate 
speculator, builder, and 
general booster for the 
Victoria of long ago. 

Southgate, a commis¬ 
sion merchant with an 
office on Wharf Street, 
helped to organize Vic¬ 
toria’s first fire depart¬ 
ment. 

He was a member of 
the legislature, who 
fought for service be¬ 
tween Victoria and San 
Francisco. 

On a trip to England 
in 1867 he met Hon. H. D. 
Lascelles, who had been 
captain of the gunboat 
Forward stationed at 
Esquimalt, and per¬ 
suaded Lascelles to re¬ 
turn to Victoria. In 1869 
the two men built the 
brick building at the cor¬ 
ner of Fort and Govern¬ 
ment Streets, now the 
CPR office.

So....you think your : 
house is too small? - 


Tiniest house in Toronto 
is not even nine feet wide 


TORONTO (CP) — 
The ceilings are a little 
crooked and the floors 
slope slightly but Eunice 
Huff doesn’t mind living 
in the tiniest house in 
Toronto. 

The house in the old 
village of Yorkville is 
just metres wide and 
12 metres deep (8!4 feet 
by 40 feet). 

“People are quite as¬ 
tounded when they learn 
that I’m living in such a 
tiny house,” said Ms. 
Huff, a fashion adver¬ 
tising manager in a 
downtown department 
store. “Anybody who 
vaguely knows me 
wants to see it — it’s a 
curiosity.” 

She said that the floors 
slope downwards and 
slightly towards the east 
at the back so “I have to 
push the water out of the 
bathtub.” 

“It was a little star¬ 
tling at first but I’ve 
gotten used to it. The 
basement is so small 
that I can’t get my bicy¬ 
cle out without remov¬ 
ing the handlebar.” 

Her two-storey brick 
house, painted pale blue 
with white shutters, is 
wedged in between two 
adjoining row houses. 
There’s a miniature 
front yard laid with 
bricks from old street¬ 
car tracks where an al¬ 
mond tree grows. 

Yorkville existed for 
30 years on the northern 
outskirts of the city and 
was annexed to Toronto 


in 1883, but it never had 
any large or pretentious 
homes. 

It was a neighborhood 
of shopkeepers and mer¬ 
chants, hardworking 
gentle folk, many of 
whom worked in the city 
and commuted back and 


forth on the railway that 
ran down Yonge Street 
to the market. 

Ms. Huff’s house looks 
old on the outside but 


and moved in 2\i years 
ago. 

The interior walls are 
painted in a vanilla tone 
which makes the rooms 
seem larger than they 
are. 

The ceilings are high 
— three metres com¬ 
pared to today’s aver 
age of two metres — and 
the windows are tall and 
slender. 


inside it's a contempo¬ 
rary modern dwelling. It 
was renovated before 
she bought it for $30,000 

The kitchen is located 
right inside the front 
door where once there 
was a parlor. The living 
room — 2V4 metres by 
five metres — has bare, 
light hardwood floors 
which open up the area. 

The only room in the 
house that Ms. Huff 
changed was the up¬ 
stairs bedroom, which is 
2% metres by four 
metres. Originally 
painted vanilla, she re¬ 
decorated it in bright 
yellow. 

Ms. Huff said that it 
may well be Toronto's 
smallest house but it’s 
still a good investment. 
She guesses it’s worth 
$62,000 to $68,000 today.
